Very  little  honey  remains  unshipped  from  the  present  year's  crop,  and 
rew  crop  honey  will  not  "be  gathered  until  May  or  June,    Prevailing  low  prices 
are  proving  very  discooraglng  to  the  beekeepers  and  are  expected  to  result  in 
a  smaller  production  because  of  lack  of  effort  on  the  part  of  beekeepers,  Ihe 
current  market  price  is  about  60^25  per  gallon  c.i.f.  New  York  for  extracted 
honey,  and  22^  per  lb»  for  beeswax,  c»i,f,  Uew  York, 


Beel:eepers  are  entering  the  New  Year  with  fairly  liberal  stocks  of  honey. 
This  is  especially  true  in  sections  where  the  commercial  beekeepers  have 
endeavored  to  market  their  honey,  as  in  other  years,  through  the  wholesale  channels 
of  trade  or  direct  to  bottlers  or  other  large  users,    Prom  all  sections,  however, 
reports  reach  us  that  many  ]arge  beekeepers,  even  those- producing  a  carlot  or 
more,  have  packed  their  honey  themselves  in  small  tin  or  glass  containers  and 
have  thereby  received  substantially  greater  profits  than  their  neighbor  beekeepers 
who  have  sold  in  bulk.     This  method  of  marketing  is  greatly  to  be  commended,  and 
therein  apparently  lies  the  financial  salvation  of  beekeepers  during  the  present 
season.    Many  simll  mai'kets  have  been  worked  this  season  for  the  first  time  and 
rr>any  individual  consumers  have  been  brought  in  touch  with  honey  who  previously  had 
rely  used  honey  and  perhaps  seldom  saw  it  in  the  stores.     Continued  development 
the  local  and  nearby  markets  would  easily  dispose  of  the  entire  crop  of  honey 
before  the  hew  crop  comes  on,  even  if  foreign  denand  and  the  domestic  wholesale 
niarkets  do  not  improve. 

The  weather  has  averaged  colder  during  the  past  two  weeks,  althou^  bees 
nave  been  able  to  fly  on  several  occasions  in  the  Plains  Area  and  Central  States, 
The  temperature  over  much  of  the  Mountain  area  and  in  the  Southern  States  has  been 
mach  lower  than  usual.     Clover  plants  are  generally  protected  by  snow.     So  far  bees 
seem  to  be  in  good  condition.

(The  follovang  ruling  was  issued  on  December  26,  1930,  by  Secretary  Hyde) 

Corn  sugar  (dextrose)  when  sold  in  packages,  mst  "be  labeled  as  such;  when 
nold  in  bulk  mast  be  declared  as  such;  but  the  use  of  pure  refined  corn  sugar  as 
an  ingredient  in  the  packing,  preparation  or  processing  of  any  article  of  food  in 
which  sugar  is  a  recognized  element  need  not  be  declared  upon  the  label  of  any 
such  product, 

Nothing  in  this  riling  shall  be  constraed  to  permit  the  adulteration  or 
imitation  of  axLy  nat-oral  product  such  as  honey  by  the  addition  of  any  sugar  or 
other  ingredient  whatever.

STATEt-Sl^T  BY  SEClgTxU^.Y  OF  AGRICULTURE  ABTHUH  M..  HYDE 
HLG.'JUDING  IjEW  RULING  OF  CORN  SUGAR 


This  raling  removes  a  discrimination  against  the  €se  of  corn  sugar  which 
has  too  long  been  permitted.     The  requirement  heretofore  tliat  thc-presence  of 
corn  sugar  as  an  ingredient  in  prepared  foods  be  declared  on  the  label  was  not  a  xfi 
matuer  of  law,  but  was  a  matter  of  administrative  interpretation  of  the  law,  TMs 
ruling  therefore  involves  no  change  in  the  Federal  food  and  drugs  act;  nor  does  it 
change  the  rules  with  reference  to  labeling  of  harmful  or  injurious  ingredients. 
Labelirig  of  such  ingredients  still  is  required. 

When  the  Federal  food  and  drugs  act  was  passed  tv/enty- three  years  ago  com 
sugar  was  a  muddy,  brown  product  I3 ss  than  fifty  per  cent  sweet.    Under  conditioiB 
existing  then,  a  prejudice  existed  against  it.    As  a  matter  of  administrative  pro- 
cedure, this  department  ruled  that  its  presence  in  a  prepared  food  must  be  de- 
clared on  the  label. 

In  the  last  ten  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  refining  corn  sugar. 
It  is  now  a  clear,  clean,  white,  granulated  sugar.     It  is  a  wholesome  and  health- 
fill  food.     It  is  now  about  seventy-five  per  cent  as  sweet  as  caiie  sugar.     It  has 
some  properties  more  valuable  than  cane  sugar.     It  hps  no  qualities  which  are  in 
any  wise  harmful  to  health.     The  reason  for  the  old  departmental  ruling  has  dis- 
•Eppeared.     It  is  high  time  that  the  discrimination  a^^ainst  it,  based  on  an  ancieri 
prejudice^ should  disappear  also. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  administration  of  the  Federal  food  and  drugs  act, 
this  department  made  the  sarae  ruling  as  to  edible  vegetable  oils  other  than  oliv-:^ 
oil  that  has  existed  against  com  sugar.     Our  regulations  for  many  years  required, 
that  the  presence  of  any  vegetable  oil  except  olive  oil  in  salad  dressings  misz-  be 
d^sclared  on  the  label.     But  modern  methods  of  refining  made  wholesome  edible  ci'-S 

from  cottonseed,  peanuts  and  corn.     The  regulation  requiring  a  declaration 
heir  presence  on  the  label  was  removed  in  1923,     The  public  was  not  injuren— 
Ihe  administration  of  the  law  was  not  wealcened.     C^ite  the  contrary.     The  case  of 
edible  vegetable  oils  is  not  distinguishable  in  principle  from  the  case  of  com 
^i;gar.     It  is  desirable  that  departmental  regulations  should  keep  pace  with  in-r 
dust rial  developments.     They  should  not  retard  progress. 

If  the  use  of  corn  sugar  in  prepared  food  products  without  Dabelixig:  iroiild 
serye^in  any  wise  to  weaken  either  the  Federal  food  and  drugs  act  itself,  or  the 
administration  of  the  law,  the  damage  has  long  since  been  done.     For  many  years 
Com  sugar  has  been  used  in  confectionery,  candy,  ice  cream,  bakery  products  and 
prepared  meats  without  its  presence  being  declared  on  the  label.     The  public  has 
paten  these  products  and  found  them  appetizing  and  healthful.     The         has  been 
in  no  wise  weakened  or  undermined.     l\o  reason  whatever  exists  for  such  discrimina- 
tion.    To  deny  to  corn  stigar  the  advantage  of  the  market  its  merits  warrant  would 
be  to  perpetuate  the  prejudices  of  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  to  deny  any  progress 
in  the  processing  and  refining  of  wholesome  foods, 

I  can  not  agree  to  the  proposition  that  the  purchaser  of  prepared  fruits 
or  other  foods-  in  which  sugar  is  an  element  expects  or  ^elie^'es  that  such  sug=3r 
will  always  and  everywhere  mean  sucrose.     The  ^oxirehaser  of  canned  p? aches  for 
instance  expects  to  buy  prtoarily  caxmed  peaches.       There  is  no  declaration  on 
the  label  that  they  are  sweetened" at  all,  the  label  declares  only  peaches.  He 
looks  to  the  manufacturer  to  guarantee  that  they  will  be  tasty  and  a-ppetizin£. 
He  expects  the  Federal  food  and  drugs  act  to  insure  their  vfhcleecmejness.     If  those 
requisites  are  fiili idled  he  ij?  far  from  bei.-ns  dc^c^^xvt^    .Be  Ap  c-niiralv  ap-tisfied. 
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ITor  is  there  any  danger  wliatevei'to  the  manufacturer  of  special  brands 
whose  fonrrulas  call  for  eucrose  and  whose  brands  are  a  guarantee  of  quality.  This 
ruling  can  not  affect  them.     If,  on  the  other  hand,  its  use  is  "beneficial  and 
wholesome  without  adversely  affecting  .the  appearance  or  taste  of  the  product,  the 
fact  that  corn  siagar  is  cheaper  ought  to  comraentl  it  to  the  consuming  public  who 
are  entitled,  as  a  matter  of  right,  to  demand  food  products  on  the  most  economical 
basis. 

There  is  also  an  af f iriiiative  economic  reason  for  this  change  in  departmental 
rulings,     American  agriculture  is  over  produced.     The  fact  that  production  runs 
ahead  of  consurijption  is  responsible  for  most  of  the  ills  of  agriculture.  The 
Federal  Farm  Board,  farm  organizations,  many  of  the  State  colleges,  and  this 
department  are  striving  to  reestablish  the  economic  balance  of  -agriculture.  The 
control  and  limitation  of  acreage  planted  is  one-  method  of  reestablishing  that 
balance,     Finding  new  uses  and  new  outlets  for  crops  is  another  method. 

We  produce  annually  about  2,700,000,000  bushels  of  corn.    Only  about 
275»000»000  bushels  of  this  ever  reach  primary  markets.     The  sale  price  of  this 
small  amount  fixes  the  farm  price  for  the  whole  crop. 

There  exists  a  potential  market  for  corn  through  corn  sugar  variously 
estimated  at  from  5,000,000  to  100,000,000, bushels  per  annum.     The  smaller  figure 
represents  about  2  per  cent  of  the  cash  corn  reaching  primary  markets.    The  larger 
figure  represents  about  35  pe^  cent.     It  is  not  likely  that  the  larger  figure 
will  be  realized,  for  many  years.    Be  the  per  cent  large  or  small,  the  opening  of 
this  potential  narket'for  additional  corn  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  If 
we  fail  to  use  all  available  methods  of  restoring  agricultui'al  balance,  whether 
those  methods  represent  great  and  spectacular  gains,  or  merely  short  and  un- 
noticed steps,  we  shall  be  derelict  in  duty, 

I  believe  that  this  modification  removes  an  undeserved  stigma  from  corn 
sugar;  that  'it  harms  or  deceives  no  one;  that  it  weakens  neither  the  Federal  food 
and  drugs  act  nor  its  administration;  that  it  is  a  just  recognition  of  modern 
progress  in  refining;  and  that  it  will  aid  in  some  degree  in  reestablishing  the 
economic  balance  of  agricultural  products.

Southern  California.     Good  rains  have  fallen  upon  several  occasions, 
which  have  "been  very  beneficial  to  honey  plant  growth,  "but  on  the  desert 
slope  of  San  Diego  County  especially  soil  moisture  is  still  insufficient. 
Manzanita  is  furnishing  some  nectar  and  bees  "nave  commenced  to  get  new  pollen, 
although  it  has  been  too  cool  for  very  much  activity.     The  condition  of  the 
colonies  is  said  to  be  exceptionally  good  and  some  beef  are  raising  brood. 
Reports  indicate  that  bees  have  used  stores  faster  than  v/as  expected. 

Demand  for  honey  for  export  continues  light.  Domestic  inquiry  for  the 
better  grades  of  honey  is  s,"Vightly  better,  but  Light  Amber  honey  appears  to  be 
of  little  interest  to  the  trade,  and  prices  on  some  grades  are  slightly  lower. 
Considerable  Sage -Buckwheat  honey  remains  -onsold,  and  a  fair  amount  of  Alfalfa 
and  Orange  honeys.  Unless  the  market  improves  soon  the  carryover  when  the ^new- 
crop  comes  on  will  be  fully  average  or  above.  Recent  sales  by  beekeepers  in 
large  lots  reported  to  range  about  as  follows,  per  lb,:  Orange,  Extra  Wliite  to

States,  ha,ve  experienced  much  colder  weather  than  Uoual,    Bees  packed  out  of 
doors  have  been  p.hle  to  fly  more  frequently  than  usr.al ,  except  in  the 
Mountain  States,  and  colonies  generally  appear  to  be  wintering  well.  Demand 
for  honey  shows  little  improvement,  especially  in  a  wholesale  way,  but  bee- 
keepers fippear  to  be  successful  in  disposir^"  of  their  honey  in  small  pails 
and  glass,  and  special  sales  efforts  have  been  mach  more  successful  in  dis** 
posing  of  these  siaall  containers  than  they  could  possibly  be  with  60-lb, 
pails,     It  is  hoped  that  beekeepers  will  not  forget  ^when  normal  marketing 
conditions  return,  the  lessons  which  they  have  learned  during  the  present 
time  of  depression  regarding  the  willingness  of  niany  people  to  b^y  5  or  10 
pails  of  honey  if  these  are  brought  to  their  attention.    Market  prices  have 
not  strengthened,  but  on  the  contrary  have  shown  further  weakness  in 
California  and  parts  of  the  Clover  Belt  where  beekeepers  were  anxious  to 
clean  up  their  stocks  of  honey,    An  increasing  number  of  beekeepers  are  now 
wrapping  their  comb  honey,  and  for  this  wrapped  comb  they  are  finding  a  more 
ready  demand  and  a  substantially  higher  mai'ket  price.

General  Conditions  in  the  Honey  Trade.     Beekeeping  is  a  very  old  line  of 
occupation  in  southern  Sv/eden  and  is  mostly  carried  on  in  connection  v/ith  farming* 
The  large  heaths  in  the  northern  parts  of  this  consular  district  and  the  abundance 
of  white  clover  in  the  cultivated  plain  country  in  other  parts  of  southern  Sweden 
offer  excellent  opportunities  for  profita'dLe  beekeepirg. 

To  keep  uhe  standard  of  quality  high,  create  a  good  reputation-,  make 
propaganda  for  Swedish -made  honey,  and  stabilize  prices,  the  Swedish  Beekeepers 
Association  (Sveriges  Blodlares  Eiksforbund)  was  established  in  I52O.  Upon 
requisition  a  specis.l  label  is  issued  to  its  members,  giving  the  name  of  the 
producer  and  stating  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  Association,     The  honey  marketed 
under  this  label  is  controlled  by  the  Association  and  gives  the  purchaser  a. 
guarantee  that  he  receives  a  high-grade  product.     Effective  control  is  exercised 
to  prevent  misuse  of  the  label  by  non-members.     However,  it  is  reported  that  only 
about  ^3  pel"  cent  of  the  domestic  beelieepers  are  menibers  of  the  Association, 

■  The  climate  in  southern  Sweden,  with  its  frequently  cool  and  rainy  summers 
raalces,  however,  a  good  harvest  of  honey  problerriatical.  The  years  1927 >  1922,  and 
1923  were  not'  satisfactory  from  the  beekeepers'  point  of  view.  The  year  1930,  on 
the  other  han.d,  is  reported  to  have  been  yery  favorable. 

Large  quantities  of  hoiiey  are  produced  and  consumed  in  southern  Sweden,  but 
even  in  good  years  the  domestic  production  is  noc  sufficient  to  fill  entirely 
the,  demand,  and  therefore  imports  of  honey  talie  place  every  year.    As  compared 
withthe  domestic  production,  the  im.jjorts  are,  however,  not  very  important. 
Household  consumption  of  honey  is  coiaparatlvely  small,'  a  considerable  proportion 
of  the  total  being  talcen  by  manufacturers  of'  confectionery.     However,,  intensive 
propaganda  carried  on  b;^  the  Association  is  reported  to  haVe  resulted  in  in- 
creasing its' use  in  the  ho"asehold. 

It  has  from  several  quarters  been  suggested,  that    when  the  domestic  pro- 
duction of  honey  fails,   the  Association  should  import  the  estimated  shortage  and 
market  It'tmder  the  statemen-^  "Imported  by  the  Swedish  Beekeepers  Association", 
Thus  purchasers  could  be  guaranteed  a  high-grade  imported  product  and  the 
Association  could  continue  its  propaganda  for  increased  honey  consumption.     Up  to 
the  present,  however,  this  is  only  a.  suggestion. 

Domestic  Production.      ITo  statistics  are  available  showing  the  production 
of  honey  in  this  consular  district    for  the  year  1930.    According  to  the  I927 
domestic  animlal  census  the  nujaber  of  swarms  in  southern  Sweden  totaled  ^3,241, 
with  1^2,980  in  all  Sweden,  ..  .  : 

Local  Preferences.      The  domestic  honey  enjoys  the  best  reputation  for  its 
excellent  taste  and  high  grade,  especially  that  sold  under  the  label  of  the 
Swedish  Beekeepers  Association,     Local  dealers  appear  to  be  unanimou.s  in  the 
opinion  that  the  >ioney  imported  so  far  has  bejjn  inferior  to  the  S.wedish  producu 
and  also  that  artificial  honey  or  honey  substitutes  would  find  a  very  limited^ 
market.     This  appears  to  be  du.e  to  the  fact  that  duidng  the  'World  War,  when  it  . 
was  impossible  to  obtain  food  for  the  bees,,  large  quantities  of  artificial  honey 
and  honey  substitutes  were  imporued,  which  did  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Swedish  public,  and  previous  shipments  of  honey  made  by  bees  feeding  on  cane^ 
sugar  wore  also,  classed  locally  as  being  inferior  to  honey  mxade  by  bees  feeding  on 
the  nectar  of  flowers,  or  on  beet  sugar  during  the  winter  months, 

The  foreign  honey  most  popular  in  this  district  is  imported  from  New 
Zealand  and  Guatenmla,     It  is  said  to  be  most  nearly  equ.al  to  the  domestic 
product  with  regard  to  taste.     The  sale  of  iff.ported  Uew  Zealand  honey  is  also 
reported  to  be  stimulated  by  the  .effective  control  on  the, market  production  main- 
tained in  that  country. 

Local  dealers  interviev/ed  regarding  their  opinion  of  California  honey 
stated  that  the  flavor  of  American  honey  does  not  confoiTm  to  the  ptiblic  taste,  and 
that  it  hardens  easily.     If  competitive  prices  could  be  offered,  hoA'ever^,  they 
considered  it  poss3.ble  that'  sales  ,of  California  honey  might  be  increased.  Wliilc 
honey  is  practically  unknown  here    and  amber  or  darker  sha,de  is  preferred.  The 
best  selling  seasons  for  imported  honey  are    spring  and  early  sumjner,    .  On  accouni. 
of  the  good  domestic  harvest  in'  I93O,  no  large  imports  of  honey  are.  expected  to 
take  "place  next  spring, 

•  Import  Duties.    According  to  the  Swedish  Import    Tariff,  it  appears  thao^ 
both  pure  and  artificial  honey^are  classified  under  statistical  number  73,  wMch 
prescribes  a  duty  of  Swedish  crowns  23,50  ($6,30)  per  100  kilograms  (about  2,S^(^ 
per  lb, )  '  ,  .

This  recent  precipi- 
tation has  revived  vegetation,  which  now  is  making  fairly  good  grov;th.  The 
brush  covering  along  the  Coastal  Plains  and  the  Mountain  Slope  has  been 
especially  benefited  by  the  rains.

SUMAEY 

Unseasonably  mild  weather  has  been  general  throughout  this  period,  except 
in  the  northeastern  a^nd  southeastern  States  ajid  in  a  small  Mountain  area  taking 
in  Utah,  Southern  Idolio,  and  Eastern  ITevada.     Temperatures  in  the  West  Central 
and  Upper  Plains  States  corresponcf /to  normal  in  March  or  April.  Consequently, 
bees  have  been  able  to  fly  frequently  in  most  States  and  are  wintering  well. 
Because  of  this  increased  activity,  consumption  of  stores  has  been  greater  than 
usual,  and  some  apiaries  'will  need  feeding  earlier  than  anticipated  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  winter.     Snowfall  has  been  adequate  in  the  upper  white  clover 
belt,  but  many  western  States  are  seriously  in  need  of  more  precipitation. 
Rainfall  in  California  and  Texas  is  slightly  above  normal  to  date,  and  vegetation 
is  showing  the  effects  of  the  additional  moisture  . 

Stocks  of  honey  are  still  largo  and  demand  has  not  shown  much  increase. 
Stocks  are  largest,  however,  vhere  commercial  beekeepers  have  endeavored  to 
dispose  of  their  honey  through  the  usual  wholesale  channels  of  trade  in  carlots. 
Those  large  beekeepers  wlao  have  packed  their  honey  in  small  containers  for  sale 
either  locally  or  through  wholesale  grocers  in  the  markets  ha.ve  cleaned  up  far 
better  than,  those  who  have  kept  their  honey  in  60-lb.  cans,  especially  vfcere 
sales  efforts  or  advertising  have  been  used.     There  will  always  be  a  demand,  of 
course,  for  the  large  containers,  but  the  call. right  now  is  primarily  for  small 
pails.     Wrapped  comb  honey  is  getting  scarce,  and  is  selling  at  a  substantial 
premium  over  umrrapped  comb.    The  beeswax  market  is  dull  and  if  anything  weaker 
than  it  was  earlier  in  .the  season.     The  export  demand  has  been  -unimportant,  but 
small  lots  continue  to  go  to  Germany  and  Great  Britain. 
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Some  beekeepers  are  so  discouraged  over  provailing  low  prices  and  the 
poor  marketing  prospects  that  they  are  offering  their  bees  for  sale.     It  migiht 
be  well  to  remenbcr,'  however,  that  althotigh  honey  prices  are  low  they  have  not 
fallen  as  greatly  in  proportion  as  most  other  agricultural  products,  and  the 
beekeeper  who  can  sell  his  honey  is  better  off  th,-un  the  majority  of  the  farmers 
of  the  country.    More  beekeepers  could  'sell  their  honey  with  a  little  added 
personal  effort.    Thouca:-ids  of  beekeepers  have  fo'ond  that' housev/ives  who  will 
not  go  out  of  their  way  -  to .purchase  it  will  buy  honey, if,  it  is  brought  to  their 
attention.     O^her  beekeepers  could  profit  by  their  experience.    Much  more  honey 
could  also  be  sold  if  those  beekeepers  who  have  developed  a  market,  but  who  have 
already  disposed  of  their  own  crops, wo'dld  piurchase  from  others  and  thus  keep 
their  trade  supplied.    The  sale  of  next  year  «s  crop  of  honoy  will  also  be 
eacier  if  these  contacts  are  maintained  now  and  do  not  have  to  be  r ©-established 
next  fall.

Unfortunately,  until 
recently  the  production  of  honey  was  limited  by  the  employment  of  primitive  cone- 
shaped  hives  made  of  straw;  but  now  more  modern  hives  are  being  gradually  intro- 
duced, with  very. encouraging  results.    There. are  atpresent  in^Greece  about  400,000 

hives,  with  an  average  yearly  production  of  12  kilograms  (26|-  lbs.)  per  hive, 
or,  4,800,000  kilograms  (over  10,500,000  lbs.)  of  a  value  of  72,000,000  drachmas 

(ip935.065).

Precipitation  hari\been  especially  heavy  in  California, 
improving  prospects  in  that  area;  plant  condition  in  Texas  are  the  best  in  years; 
and  rainfall  in  other  Southern  States  has  been  ample  to  heavy.     Snowfall  has 
been  deficient  over  much  of  the  Mountain  States  aaid  the  Northwest,  however , r/here 
irrigation  water  will  be  decidedly  subnormal  next  surmer  unlesshuch  more  snow 
falls.     Sweet  clover  plcnts  in  the  Central  and  Plains  States  are  in  fairly  good 
condition,  but  much  white  clover  has  been  killed  out. 

CeiTiand  for  honey  has  shown  little  improvement.     Honey  in  large  lots  is 
generally  moving -slowly,  and  it  is  only  the  large  vol uJT.e  of  sales  in  small 
containers  that  has  prevented  a  still  larger    surplus.    Aii  encom-aging  feature 
is  that  an  increasirig  number  of  beekeepers  who  have  sold  out  their  own  honey^ 
are  purchasing  from  others  and  thus  aiding  to  reduce  the  surplus  as  well ^as  in- 
creasing the  number  of  steady  customers  for  honey.     Many  beekeepers  are  finding 
that  special  sales  efforts  are  being  well  rewo.rded.     The  size  of  the  carryover 
into  the  new  crop  will  dq^end  primarily  upon  the  efforts  or  lack  of  efiorts  of 
thousands  of  individual  beekeepers,  most  of  whom  could  sell  more  honey  if  they 
made  a?-eal  effort.    The  mai'ket  price  for  honey  is  lower,  as  is  that  of 
other  i'arm  cor-rr.odities ,  bub  many  beekeepers  who  had  built  up  a  trade  for  well- 
packed,  carefully- graded  honey,  in  attractive  containers,  are  finding  no 
difficulty  in  obtaining  prices  theit  assure  them  a  fair  profit.

Colorado^     The  weather  has  continued  cold,  with  some  snow,  and  snow  cover 
remains  in  the  higher  districts,  although  melting  on  lower  elevations.  This 
snow  will  he  very  helpful  to  sweet  clover  plants  and  for  summer  irrigation. 
Bees  have  not  teen  flying  much  during  this  period,  hut  are  in  good  condition 
and  are  brooding  up  somewhat  in  the  warmer  portions  of  the  State. 

Wyoming.    The  condition  of  honey  plants  has  improved  with  the  recent  snow- 
fall.   Bees  have  "been  unahle  to  fly  much  during  this  period  because  of  cold 
weather.    More  food  has  been  used  this  winter  than    usual  and  many  colonies 
will  soon  need  to  be  fed. 

Montana.      Temperatures  have  been  above  normal,  and  little  snow  has  fallen. 
Bees  have  been  able  to  fly  frequently  and  are  raising  brood. 

I daho.    The  southern  part  of  the  State  has  had  temperatures  below  normal 
durirg  much  of  this  time,  but  occasional  days  have  been  warm  enough  to  permit 
flying.    The  long  previous  confinement,  however,  has  placed  many  colonies  in 
a  wealzened  condition,  and  considerable  feeding  will  be  needed  soon.  Winter 
losses,  according  to  partial  reports,  raige  10  to  25  per  cent.  Broodrearing 
has  progressed,  with  some  sealed  brood  and  larvae. 

Utah.     It  ha^^een  abnormally  cold  during  most  of  this  period,  with  little 
snow.     Cold  east  and  north  winds  have  dried  out  the  grotuid  considerably,  and 
the  State  is  decidedly  short  of  moisture,  as  springs  and  streams  are  low  and 
there  is  little  snow  in  the  hills.    Broodrearing  has  started  in  a  small  way 
in  many  colonies.    Late  reports  are  that  colonies  are  in  better  condition 
than  anticipated  considering  the  long'poriod  of  cold  weather,  and  the  long 
absence  of  sunshine  during  the  winter.     Some  losses  by  starvation  reported 
where  bees  were  not  able  to  move  to  stores  in  the  hive  because  of  extremely 
cold  weather;  and  many  colonies  are  weaj.c. 

Uevada.    Recently  it  has  been  colder,  but  during  most  of  the  past  month 
the  weather  has  been  unseasonably  mild  an.d  bees  have  been  rearing  brood.  This 
will  necessitate  feeding  shortly.    Lack  of  rain  in  the  valleys,  and  of  snow 
in  the  higher  elevations,  is  becoming  alarming,  and  unless  precipitation  comes 
soon  there  will  be  a  decided  shortage  of  water  during  the  stmmier  months.

The  winter  losses  do  not  appeal- 
to  be  heavy,  but  in  this  section  the  greatest  loss  comes  usually  in  late  spring. 
Honey  sales  are  slow  in  common  with  business  conditions  generally.    Few  small 
p^ls  Light  Amber  extracted  reported  sold  at  11{^  per  lb.,  Dark  Amber  S  k/^r}  per 
lb. 

Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas.    Bees  are  continuing  to  rear 
brood  as  pollen  is  coming  in  from  various  sources,  and  many  colonies  are  hatcl>- 
ing  drones.    Many  colonies  reported  to  have  &-11  frames  of  brood.  Beekeepers 
in  the  guajillo  belt  are  still  hopeful  for  a  flow  from  this  source  thou^i  early 
gaajillo  blossoms  were  daraaged  by  four  successive  mornings  of  frosty  weather. 
Persimmon  is  beginning  to  bloom,  and  hackberry.     In  some  sections  when  weather 
permitted  bees  have  been  working  on  fruit  trees  and  various  wild  flowers. 

Southeast  Texas.     Many  colonies  are  said  to  be  excessively  strong  at 
this  time  and  will  need  feeding,  as  stores  are  getting  low  and  the  main  flow 
will  not  st.-art  until  about  April  10.    Demand  for  honey  is  quiet,  with  few  small 
lots  best  extracted  selling  at  7-8^  per  lb.  in  60  lb.  cans,  3^  per  lb.  in  small 
pails.

Pruit  growers  are  arranging  for  hives  of  bees  to  place  in  their  orchards  rather 
than  purchase  package  bees. 

northern  Vermont.    Bees  are  wintering  well  in  the  cellars  with  a  3-'foot 
blanket  of  snow  on  the  ground. .  Considerable  honey  remains  unsold. 

Pennsylvania.      Bees  have  had  a  good  flight  and  seem  to  be  in  good  con- 
dition.   A. good  rain  has  fallen,  which  was  succeeded  by  from  5  inches  to  a  foot 
of  snow,  that  will  serve  as  a  protection  for  the  young  clover  plants.  Cellar 
bees  reported  quiet. 

SOUTH  ATLMTIC  STATES;. 

Eastern  Maryland.     Cold,  rainy  weather  has  confined  bees  to  the  hive 
during  much  of  this  time,  and  there  have  been  only  two  good  flight  days  during

A 
number  of  hives  and  nuclei  weal-c  in  stores  have  succumbed.    Unless  the  weather 
wai'ms  up  soon  and  bees  find  honey,  many  others  will  soon  clean  up  their  stores 
completely.     Stocks  of  old  honey  are  still  large.     No  recent  honey  sales  re- 
ported. 

PCETO  HIGO: 

The  weather  d'oring  the  past  two  v/eeks  has  been  -unfavorable  because  of 
lack  of  rain,  and  a  smaller  crop  is  aiiticipated.  Low  prices  prevailing  last 
year  and  this  is  also  lessening  the  interest  of  beekeepers. 

This  two-week  period  has  been  characterized  by  more  storm;:,^  conditions 
over  the  eastern  part  of  the  country  than  have  prevailed  for  many  months. 
Much  "needed  snow  and  rain  fell  in  the  MissiFbippi  and  Ohio  Valleys  and  in  the 
Southeastern  States.     In  the  Intermountnin  Area,  however,  water  for  irrigation 
purposes  next  sui:imer  will  be  very  short  "onless  snow  falls  soon,  and  more  rain 
is  needed  on  the  Pacific  Coast.    Much  feeding  will  be  required  soon  by  majiy 
colonies  in  the  Korth,  where  bees  have  been  unprecedentedly  active  during  the 
winter  and  where  broodrearing  has  befU-n  much  earlier  than  ustial. 

Stocks  of  honey  have  been  reduced  to  a  surprising  extent  by  local  sales 
and  by  disposing  of  honey  to  peddlers  a:id  to  small  storekeepers.  Many 
commercial  beekeepers  still  have  Isrge  quantities  of  honey  on  hanJ,  however, 
in  the  Clover  Belt,  in  the  Mountain    States,  and  in  Louisiana  and  Florida. 
The  marketing  situation  has  finally  talcen  a  turn  for  the  better,  and  inquiries 
for  large  lots  of  honey  have  increased  both  from  the  eastern  port  of  the 
United  States  and  from  various  Zuropean  markets.     If  these  inquiries  are  trans- 
lated into  definite  orders  the  sur-plus  stocks  of  honey  will  be  larg-ely  disposed 
of,  and  the  carryover  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  season  will  not  be  as  large 
as  had  been  feared.    Prices  shov/  no  improvement  in  most  sections  and  some  bee- 
keepers are  m.aldng  still  further  price  concessions  in  order  to  clean  up  their 
remaining  stocks  of  honey.

THE  COLLOIDAL  CCNSTITCENgl  CJ: .HOIgY. .. 
b,v  H,  E.'^Lothrop  and  H.  S.  Paine,  Carbohydrate  Division, 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils,  U.S.  Dcpai'-tment  of  Agriculture.. 

The  colloidal  substances  in  honey  have  received  little  attention  in  the 
past  from  chemists  who  have  investigated  the  composition  of  honey.    This  has  been 
due  probably  to  the  relatively  small  quantities  jresent  in  honey,  and  also  be- 
cause of  the  heterogenous  nature  of  the  colloids  themselves.    Results  of  some 
tests  on  honey  carried  out  by  R.  E.  Lothrcp  and  H,  S.  Paine  in  the  Carbohydrate 
Division  of  the  B-areau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  -^g^^T" 
culture  indicate  that  in  spite  of  the  relatively  small  quantities  present , ^ sub- 
staces  in  colloidal  condition  play  an  extremely ■ important  part  in  influencing 
many  of  the  properties  of  honey.    The    term  "colloid",  it  may  be  explained,  is 
used  to  desigi-iate  substances    such  as  gums  which  ordinarily  are  not  capable  01 
existing  in  crystalline  form.     Colloids  are  the  non-crystea  line ,  "gumr.y"  sub^ 
stances  of  nature  in  contrar-distinction  to  substa^ices  such  as  suga.r,  sale,  etc., 
which  are  capable  of  existing  in  crystalline  form. 

The  qaa:itity  of  colloids  obtained  by  ultrar-f iltering  honey  solutions 
througli  carefully  prepared  and  standardized  collodion  m9mbi'an.es,  ranged  from 
approximately  O.l^a  for  some  light  honeys  to  almost  l.O^c  for  dai-ker  types  such  as 
buckwheat.    The  colloidal  material  removed  from  honey  by  this  process  is  extremely 
sensitive  to  heat,  comparatively  low  temperatures  being  sufficient  to  cause  de- 
composition and  charring  of  the  entire  mass.    Honey  which  had  been  -altraiiltered 
withstood  heating  much  better  than  the  corresponding  "cJifiltered  sanple.  indicating 
that  the  low  caramelization  point  of  most  honeys  is  due  in  large  measm-e  to  the 
presence  of  colloidal  substances.     In  this  connection,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  t^arbidity  of  honey  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  presence  of  colloidal 
substances  and  that,  in  the  darker  honeys,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the 
coloring  matter    is  present  in  colloidal  condition. 

Partner  investigation-   of  honey  colloids  has  shown  that  their  stability 
(i.e.,  their  ability  to  remain  in  suspension  in  honey)  is  due  in  large  measm-e  to 
electric  chai^ges  carried  by  the  colloidal  particles,  thus  causing  these  very^ 
finely  divided  particles  to  repulse  each  other  and  rem.ain  in  suspension.  This 
electric  charge  is  generally  positive  in  character,  althougli  in  some  honey-dew 
and  tree  honeys    containing  relatively  large  quantities  of  inorganic  salts  the 
electric  charge  was  found  to  be  negative.     It  was  aJso  found  to  be  possible  to 
adjust  the  acidity  (pH)   of  a  honey  solution  to  a  point  where  no  electric  charge 
was  exhibited  by  the  colloidal  particles.     At  this  point,  the  so-called ^isoelec- 
tric point,  there  was  a  marked  tendency  for  the  colloidal  particles  to  flocculate 
and  settle  out  of  the  honey,  leaving  it  brilliantly  clear.

At  the  same 
time,  manv  beekeepers  have  recently  sold  all  or  part  of  last  year's  crop  which 
they  had  been  holding  in  the  hope  that  prices  wo^old  advance.     Alialfa  honey  in 
the  Imperial  Valley  is  now  practically  cleaned  up,  and  Oraaige  honey  is  m  only 
moderate  supply.

Following  16  weeks  of  almost  continuously  warm  weather  over  much  of  this 
territory  except  southern  I^aho,  and  Utah,  the  last  week  of  the  month  hrought 
a  reaction  to  extremely  wintry  conditions.     In  2U  houi'S  temperatures  dropped 
250-140'^,  with  record-hreald-ng  lov;  temperatures  for  this  time  of  the  year  in 
some  areas.     The  cold  wave,  which  in  some  sections  was  accompanied  by  high  winds 
end.  hlizzards,  damaged  young  hrood,  'but  to  what  extent  is  uncertain. 

Stocks  of  honey  appear  to  he  larger  in  this  territory  than  elsewhere  in 
the  country,  tho"ugh  even  here  they  are  spotted;  some  areas  are  already  cleaned 
out,  and  prospects  are  that  the  carryover  will  he  less  than  anticipated  earlier.

Wyoming.      Bees  were  carrying  pollen  and  water  and  colonies  started 
brooding  up  rapidly  dui'ing  the  first  week  of  this  period.

March  2h,  central  and  northern  Montana  showed  excess 
temperatures  of  I5  per  cent  above  normal,  with  broodrearing  a  month  ahead  of 
the  usual  time.    Much  more  snow  or  rain  is  needed  for  honey  plants.  Local 
demand  for  honey  reported  unusually  good. 

Idalio.      Bees  have  had  several  good  flights,  though  during  the  latter 
half  of  this  period  they  have  been  confined  to  the  hives  by  cold  weather. 
Losses  vary  in  different  sections,  especially  among  the  smaller  beekeepers  and 
those  who  did  not  properly  pack  their  hives  in  the  fall.    Among  these  the 
losses  will  run  as  high  as  60  per  cent,  though  early  reports  indicate  that  , 
winter  losses  of  good  beekeepers  will  range  about  10  or  I5  per  cent.  -Colonies 
appear  to  be  stronger  in  nijmbers  than  normal,  due  to  the  steady  winter  that 
did  not  allow  r.-umeroxis  flights  and  drifting. 

Utah.      Many  colonies  are  wealc  because  of  the  severe  winter  and  conr- 
siderable  feeding  will  be  needed.    Bees  are  flj^-ing  occasionally,  but  it  is  too 
cold  for  them  to  be  out  very  often.    Larger  winter  loss  than  usual  is  expected. 

ARIZONA; ■ 

Rainfall  is  badly  needed  to  supplement  the  showers  that  have  fallen  diaring 
the  past  two  weeks.    Bees  in  some  apiaries  are  getting  enotigh  to  live  on  out 
many  others  are  not  and  much  feeding  is  necessary.    In  most  sections  brood 
development  is  reported  light.    Considerable  old  crop  Alfalfa  honey  remains 
unsold,  and  several ■  cars  of  Mesquite  honey.     Sales  reported  of  Am'ber  to  Dark 
Anber  Alfalfa  in  the  Y^uma  section  at  2  '3/U^3<^  per  lb.  ,  with  Light  A^^er  Alfalfa 
reported  offered  in  the  Phoenix  area  at  ;pU»25  per  case  of  120  pounds.

Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas.      Plants  were  htirt  to  some  extent, 
especially  huajillo,  by  the  cold  weather  during  the  early  part  of  the  month, 
but  recent  rains  have,  brought  them  on  nicely.     Persimmons  are  now  blossoming; 
huajillo  in  favored  localities  is  loaded  with  flower  buds;  horsemint  has  made 
a  splendid  growth;  and  mesquite  is  tagging  out  with  indications  that  it  will 
bloom  well.     Stores  are  very  light,  but  nectar  and  pollen  being  secured  from 
ground  flowers  are  ample  to  hasten  broodrearing.     Strong  colonies  are  expected 
to  swarm  soon.

During  the  last  -week  of  tlie  month  departures  from  normsJ  temperature 
reached  minus  21  in  western  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  South  Dakota,  and  approached 
that  in  near  by  Staoec.     The  e::treme  cold  was  often  accompanied  by  snow,  which 
reached  blizzard  proportions  in  Colorado  and  western  Nebraska,  and  high  winds 
were  often  serious..    It  is'  'oncertain  to  what  extent  this  abnormal  cold  wave 
damaged  bees,  but  colonies  V7hich  had  been  trken  from  the  cellar,  and  outdoor- 
wintered  bees  which  had  been  unpacked,  ai'e  likely  to  have  suffered  materially. 
Previous  to  this  the  open  winter  had  enabled  bees  to  fly  frequently  fiid  it  was 
thought  that  winter  losses  would  be  ■•anusually  light,  at  least  among  bees  packed 
outdoors.     Brood  in  the  Plains  and  Mo"U-ntain  States  is  likely  to 

have  been  chilled  in  many  colonies  by  the  unusual  cold  spell,  and  in  some  States 
the  early  nectar  flow  from  fruit  bloom  is  likely  to  be  materially  reduced. 
However,  more  normal  conditions  have  prevailed  in  the  East,  where  prospects  for 
a  flow  have  been  improved  by  recent  rains  and  snow.     Californi  is  in  need  of 
early  rainfall  if  the  flow  from  sages  and  other  ground  plants  is  to  be  normal. 

During  the  part  few  weeks  inquiry  for  large  lots  of  honey  has  increased, 
and  movement  is  reported  to  have  been  more  brisk,  especially  in  the  Intermountai.; 
Section.     Supplies  of  honey  in  this  area,  and  in  occasional  other  States,  such 
as^Michigai  ,^  New  York  and  yiorida^are  still  heavy,  but  in  general  the  stocks 
still  available  are  less  than  were  thought  likely  from  early  indications.  The 
Plains  Area  is  getting  cleaned  up,  and  the  tThite  Clover  B^lt  as  a  whole  is  not 
overly  burdened  with  honey.    Especially  is  it  true  that  beekeepers  who  have 
made  special  sales  efforts,  and  have  disposed  of  their  honey  locally  ;and  in 
small  containers,  now  have  little  honey  on  hand,  and  in  numerous  cases  are 
buying  from  other  beekeepers  to  supply  the  trade  which  these  special  sales 
efforts  have  built  up.     Honey  prices  are  still  low,  &nd  in  almost  every 
section  are  substantially  lower  than  the  prices  of  a  year  ago.     This  is  true,  ■ 
however,  v/ith  all  farm  commodities,  and  beelreepers  have  fared  better  than  many 
other  producers  in  the  matter  of  net  returns  this  year  compared  with  last.

Interested  shippers  were  parties  to  an  application  made  to  the  Consolidated 
Classification  Corrurdtteo  last  fall,  when,  after  hearing,  honey  packed  in 

glass  was  accorded  the  same  L.C.L.  rating  in  Official  territory  (rouglily,  Nor  i.h- 
eastern  United  States,  west  to  Lalie  Michigan  and  Northern  Illinois,  South  along 
Mississi-opi  River,  east  along  Ohio  River  and  Southern  Virginia)  as  honey  m  tin 
L.C.L.     This  revision  was  made  by  Supplement  lie  13  to  Consolidated  Classification 
So.  6. 

On  February  3  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  of  its  own  volition,  sus- 
TDended  Supiolement  ITo.  13  for  the  purpose  of  investigation  into  the^ 
reasonableness  of  the  charges.    A  further  hearing  was  held  in  Washington,  . 
on  March  6  when  interested  shippers  and  coiansol  on  behalf  of  the  lines  in^Omciai 
territory  appeared  to  support  action  taken  in  issuing  the  Supplement.    This  was 
designated  as  "Investigation  and  S-aspension  -  I.CC  Docket  I\'o.  35d9"  and  14 
witnesses,  including  two  experts  from  the  Central  and  T^-urJc  Line  Associations, 
appeared  in  support  and         one  witness  against  allowing  the  Supplement  to  stand. 
Several  months  must  elapse  before  the  Commission  decision  is    known  but  similar 
applications  were  filed  with  both  the  chairmen  of  the  Southern  and  Western  Classi 
fication  (South  and  West  of  Official  territory  mentioned  above)   Committees.  In 
terested  jarties  are    now  asking  both  Committees  to  docket  these  applications  lor 
hearing  at  the  next  r.oeting,  findings  to  be  conditional  on  the  action  of  the 
Coi-imission  in  Docket  35^9  I.CC 

Should  these  applications  be  favorably  acted  upon  both  by  the  two  classi- ^ 
fication  committees  and  the  comr.iission,  it  means  that  L.C.L.  shipments  of  noney  m 
glasspackages  may  move  at  the  same  L.C.L.  ratings  as  in  tin.    While  shippers  m 
bulk  paclcages  -are  not  directly  concerned,  it  is  anticipated  that  many  vdH  ^  support 
these  dockets  when  they  are  set  for  hearing.    Bulk  honey  is  not  "sold"  until  it 
reaches  the  ultimate  consumer  and  packers  have  had  difficulty  getting  stores  to 
buy  honey  in  glass  L.CL.  when  placing  orders  for  L.C.L.  shipments  of  tin  packages 
because  the  former  took  a  higher  freight  rate.    There  are  thousands  of  persons  to- 
day who  prefer  to  bu:/  honey  in  glass;pac:-:ages ,  and  the  support  of  various  interests 
is  expected  when  the  hearings  are  announced.

SUMI\1ARY 

Temperatures  have  again  been  abnormally  high  over  most  of  the  honey 
producing  areas  ejccept  the  South  from  Texas  east  to  the  Atlantic  Coast.  The 
Plains  Area  and  Eai^t  Central  States  were  especially  warm,  with  plus  departures 
from  normal  temperatures  ranging  10°  to  17°  during  the  week  ending  April  lU. 
Rainfall  since  the  last  report  has  been  substantial  to  heavy  from  the  Central 
Ohio  Valley  eastward,  in  the  Atlantic  Coast  States,  and  in  the  Pacific  Uorth- 
west.    The  ground  in  these  areas  is  now  moist  to  a  considerable  depth  and  even 
wells  and  springs  which  have  been  dry  for  months  have  been  coming  back.  More 
rain  is  needed,  however,  in  the  Lake  regions,  the  Red  River  Valley^  som    '^•f  ^"^p 
Intermountain  area,  and  California. 

Most  bees  even  in  the  extreme  nor_th  have  now  been  talcen  from  the  cellars, 
or  unpacked  if  wintered  outdoors,  and /rearing  brood  actively.     Some  nectar  is 
being  secured  from  fruit  bloom  and  other  flowering  trees,  but  many  colonies 
have  had  to  be  fed  because  of  extreme  shortage  of  stores.     Sixty  pounds  surplus 
reported  from  Orange  in  Florida,  the  heaviest  flow  in  many  years.    Bees  are 
working  on  oranges  in  California  also,  and  to  flight  extent  on  sage  and  other 
plants,  but  the  extreme  shortage  of  rainfall  renders  very  uncertain  the  size 
of  the  crop  in  California. 

Demand  for  honey  does  not  seem  quite  as  active  as  reported  two  weeks 
ago,  and  inquiries  for  large  lots  have  been  rather  spotted.     SmS-H  lot  or  local 
sales  apptar  to  be  lighter  than  during  many  recent  months.'    Stocks  of  honey  have 
been  nearly  exhausted  in  many  apiaries,  but  nuinerous  commercial  beekeepers  who 
did  not  attempt  to  dispose  of  their  honey  locally  or  in  small  containers  still 
have  much  on  hand.

The  1930  honey  crop  in  Manitoba  was  large  and  of  good  quality.    The  month 
of  May,  always  an  important  month  with  bees,  was  cool  and  provided  anxious  periods 
for  those  who  had  large  Investments,  but  after  that  month  conditions  were  ideal. 
The  figures  of  the  1930  honey  crop,  based  on  2,J?00  beekeepers,  are  estimated  as 
follows:

The    prices  secui-ed  for  the  1930  crop  would  average  appr oximately  9(^  a  pound. 
This  figure,  however,  is  hard  to  estimate  as  there  were  manj'-  producers  wxio  were 

able  to  retail  their  crop  at  from  10  to  15  cents  a  pound  but  the  larger  amount 
was  probably  sold  at  wholesale  at  a  lower  price. 

There  was  no  noticeable  increase  in  the  ntimber  of  beekeepers  but  some  of  the 
larger  producers  increased  thei-r  number  of  colonies. 

Low  prices  of  honoy  caused  this  produc*  to  move  rapidly  to  the  cons-umer, 
but  in  addition  to  the  large  crop  other  provinces  sought  to  m.arket  their  surplus 
in  the  west,  resulting  in  an  overloading  of  the  market.     There  was,  however,  no 
carryover  of  the  1929  honey  crop  in  Manitoba  so  it  is  expected  that  the  1930  crop 
will  be  completely  exhausted  before  another  crop  is  produced.

The  I^Tgw  South  v7alo3  honey  I.Iarheting  Board  hac  installed  a  plant  in  Sydney 
for  the  {jradins,  processing,  :uid  blendiug  of  honey. 

Standardisation  and  trade-marking  of  honey  in  the  same  way  as  butter  is 
dealt  with,  were  fcivcn  by  the  board  as  the  reasons  for  the  establisrj-nent  of  a  ro- 
ccivirig  and  blending  depot. 

The  honey  is  uncased  and  wcigl-.ed  in  half-ton  lots  as  soon  as  it  reaches 
the  depot,  and  the  ixai  x^oiifit  is  '  credited  to  the  sender,  whereas^  under  the  old 
system^ fractions  of  a  pound  wore  discarded.      This  represents  a  gain  of  a  tin  of 
honey  on  a  100-ti:i  parcel. 

Trie  first  blend  of  UOO  tins  is  selected  and  placed  in  a  pr&-heating:  room 
b^oilt  of  celotey,  heated  with  sterra  pipes,  and  the  honey  flows  thence  into  the 
blending  and  refining  machine;  it  Is  then  punped  to  sef^.ling  tanks  on  the  second 
floor,  and  aft-r  two  days  is  skr.Tmed.    Pocilities  for  filling  six  GO-lb*  tins 
at  one  time  are  provided,  -and  th?  plant  is  as  nearly  aatomr.tic  as  possible. 
Sixpence  per  tin  is  charged  the  ovz-sr  and  refunded  when  the  tin  is  returned,  while 
emnties  are  returnable  free  by  rail  to  the  apiai'lst*?. 

The  object  of  the  board  is  to  su-ply  tho  market  with  standard  honeys  of 
uniform  quality  tiirou^iout  the  year.     Three  different  qualities  -  choice,  good 
nediura -^will  be  cent  out,  and  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  mix  tho  light  western 
honeys  with  tho  darker  and  stronger    flavored  q^aalities.     The  honey  is  put  through 
a  careful  hygienic  system  of  processing,  during  which  any  foreign  matter  is  cntircy 
eliminated.     It  is  packed  in  new  clean  tins,  and  is  claimed  to  be  cleeaier,  cletu^er, 
and  brighter  thcin  the  honey  marketed  under  the  old  methods.

History  of  the  Ir^dustry.      As  far  back  as  1749  there  were  experiments  with 
bees  and  by  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  centuiy  beekeeping  had  been  established 
in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  in  Q;uebec.     It  was  practiced, 
however,  as  a  side  issue  until  quite  recent  years  and  only  lately  has  it  Dcen 
developed  on  scientific  lines.     In  1370  the  Quebec  output  amounted  to  bai^ely 
643,000  pounds,  but  from  that  date  onwards  beekeeping  advanced  slowly  but  sorely  in 
both  C^aebec  and  Ontario.    There  was  slower  growth  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  ,and 
British  Columbia  and  it  was  not  until  1920  that  fne  Prairie  Provinces  took^up  the 
industry  seriously.     In  Maiitoba  the  development  was  greatest,  production  increas- 
ing from  903,000  pounds  in  1923  to  10,110,12g  pounds  last  year.     Prior  to  1920^ 
the  surplus  honey  from  Ontario  and  Quebec  went  to  the  western  provinces,  but  with 
the  growth  of  beekeeping  in  the  central  region  the  demand  for  the  eastern  product 
practically  ceased  and  Quebec  and  Ontario  had  to  look  for  new  mai-kets.    These  were 
fo'ond  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Netherlands,  SVance  and  Oermary.    Pex.ttcularly  in 
the  United  Kingdom  has  the  Canadian  product  found  favor  since  the  system  of  in- 
spection b  ef  ore  shipnont  was  inaugurated.    The  result  of  this  inspection  hes  been 
that  Canadian  honoy  coramamds  a  price  second  only  to  the  IT^w  2eala:id  article,  and  in 
NeV7  Z  ealand  compulsory  grading  has  been  in  practice  for  a  number  of  years.  In 
five  years  exports  have  more  than  doubled,  the  anowit  shipi^d  to  the  British  Isles 
in  1929  cotalling  1,213,229  po'ooids. 

In  1925  the  honey  production  in  Canada  was  19,3^2,97?  pounds,  whereas  last 
year  the  output  was  31 1 1^9,635  po<inds.    Ontario  produced  12,000,000  pounds, 
Quebec  3,500,000  pounds,  Maiitoba  10,110,12g  pounds,  the  output  of  the  oth^'-' 
provii^es  varying  from  Alberta's  1,57S,9^S  pounds  to  PrinT3G  Edward  Island's 
10,000  pounds.    The  value  of  Canada's  honey  crop  last  year  was  $3,^2g,b59»  The 
fi^gures  quoted  give  an  idea  of  the  importance  of  the  beekeeping,  industry  to  the 
ISJ  —over- 
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Dominion.    The  old  "side-line"  has  becone  an  estatlished  industry  with  bright 
prospects* 

Increase  i:i  Production  Causes  Drop  in  Prices*      The  average  wholesale  price 
for  honev  in  Canada  has  steadily  decreased  d-oring  the  past  three  years,  but  the 
increase  in  prodpaction  has  been  so  substantial  that  the  net  rctui-ns  to  producers 
showed  a  gain  of  nearly  half  a  million  dollars  on  a  honey  crop  totalling 
30,972^, 73^;  pounds  in  1929. 

The  affect  of  the  Varying  Flora  and  Climatic  Coniitions  Upon ■ Canadian 
Honey  Production*      In  a  coiontry  as  large  as  Canada,  one  naturally  finds  con- 
siderable vari'^.tion  in  flora  and  climate,  two  var;y  importnnt  factors  over  which 
the  beekeeper  has  little  or  no  control,  yet  which  he  must  consider  very  carefully 
when  planning  his  system  of  management.    Wliilo  boekoeping  is  now  carried  on  more  or 
less  in  every  province  of  the  Dominion,  largely  due  to  the  na.ture  of  the  flora 
or  climatic  conditions,  there  is  a  wide  variation  in  the  degree  of  success  ob- 
tained. 

In  the  iviaritime  Provinces  -  Prince  Edward  Esland,  i\ova  Scotia  and  llew 
Brunswick  —  comparatively  few  bees  are  kept,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  the  n"umber 
should  not  be  increased.    Tiie  flora  is  excellent,  providing  a  continuous  flow  of 
nectat  and  pollen  from  spring  to  aut'cami,  with  at  !feast  one  source,  the  clovers, 
from  which  a  good  surplus  can  be  expected.     Climatic  conditions,  however,  are  not 
quite  so  favorable  as  in  the  more  western  provinces,  but  in  most  yea.rs  a  good 
average  crop  may  be  expected.    Records  from  the  Sxperiraontal  Farm  at  Uappan  show  • 
that  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  an  average  of  v/ell  over  100  poi^nds  per  colony  was 
obtained.     In  the  j^srovirices  of  Q;aobec  and  Ontario,  the  flora  is  much  the  same  as  ii 
the  Majritimes,  but  in  some  localities  sweet  clover  and  buclcwheat,  two  very  hea.vy 
producers  of  nectar,  are  more  abiondant.    Weather  conditions,  however,  are  more 
favorable  and  honey  crops  are  more  sure. 

The  Prairie  Provinces  are  beg^.nners  in  beekeeping,  but  their  growth  is 
rapid.    TliC  introduction  and  sprea.d  of  sweet  clover  is  turning  these  provinces 
into  a  beekeepers 's  paradise.     In  the  irrigated  areas  of  southern  A.lberta, 
alfalfa  is  of  extreme  importance.     Climatic  conditions  are  also  favorable  for  the 
secretion  and  in  gathering  of  nectar,,  and  large  crops  of  honey  are  the  result. 
Because  of  drouth,  the  1930  season  was  not  considered  up  to  the  average,  yet 
yields  of  200  poijids  and  more  per  colony  have  been  reported.    British  Columbia 
also  offers  good  prosijects  for  the  beekeeper,  and  her  fertile  valleys,  abounding 
with  nectar— secreting  plants  of  all  kinds,  pjre  guarantee  for  good  honey  crops, 
especially  where  ST/eet  clover  and  alfalfa  are  grown.    Climatic  conditions  are  not 
alv/ays  of  the  best,  but  the  steady  growth  of  the  industry  is  an  indication  that 
these  are  not  dtogether  objectionaJble. 

Dominion  Production.     It  is  of  interest  to  view  the  figures  for  the 
Dominion  in  aggregate  which  forcibly  demonstrate  the  rapid  gain  in  output  over 
the  past  five  years.

Sonie  of  the  sage  bloom  is  over, 
especially  of  blacl:  and  purple  sage,  but  the  bulk  of  the  bloom,  incliiding  white 
sago,  is  yet  to  come.    Even  v/i  th  the  recent  rains,  however,  the  yield  of  light- 
colored  sage  honey  is  certain  to  be  short.    The  orange  flow,  which  came  -several 
weeks  earlier  than  normal,  is  about  over  for  the  3'ear  and  extracting  is 
nearing  completion.     The  crop  of  orange  honey  varies  widely  in  different 
sections,  uGually  because  the  bees  were  not  bijilt  up  sufficiently  to  taice  ad- 
vantage of  the  zlovj,  but  generally  ranges,  it  is  reported,  from  30  per  cent  to 
60  per  cent  of  normal.

Beekeepers  who  still  hove  plenty  of  honey  on  hc'nd  are  more  inclined  to 
hold  than  they  were  because  of  the  unfavorable  outlook.     Opinions  of  beekeepers 
differ  widely,  however,  as  to  what  the  later  honey  pl&nts  may  secrete.  Beos 
are  now  in  fairly  good  condition  but  whether  or  not  colonies  starve  depends  partly 
upon  the  forthcoming  yields.    Dryir-g  east  winds  have  been  harmf-ul  over  much  of 
the  area.

Miere  bees  had  ample  stores  they  came  througli  the 
winter  in  good  condition  and  are  now  building  up  nicely. 

Montana.  In  spite  of  the  mild  winter  vegetation  is  coming  on  slowly 
because  of  the  lack  of  rain.  Less  than  1  inch  of  precipitation  has  fallen  in 
some  parts  of  the  State  since  last  October.  Bees  are  fairly  strong  but  have 
had  trouble  flying  because  of  the  high  winds.  Winter  loss  was  light,  ranging 
2  to  5  PGr  cent.  Recent  weather  conditions  have  been  unfavorable  for  brood- 
raising.  Buffalo  berry  has  been  of  help  in  building  up  brood  and  daidelions 
will  be  in  bloom  early  in  May. 

I_dal^.    Hifyi  winds  and  cold  weather  have  been  confining  bees  to  the 
hives.      Dandelions  are  just  beginning  to  bloom  and  soon  bees  will  be  able  to 
make  a  living  from  this  source.

Winter  losses  in  Utah  have  been  heavy,  averaging,  it  is  reported, 
at  least  20  per  cent.    During  a  recent  extremely  heavy  wind,  running  60  miles 
per  hour,  many  bees  working  on  fruit  bloom  .^nd  dandelion  were  blown  down,  and 
crops  were  damaged.    Many  colonies  are  still  in  winter  packs. 

Ifcyada.    Bees  in  most  localities  have  wintered  well,  but  are  now  short 
on  stores,  necessitating  heavy  feeding.     Snow  surveys  reveal  an  alarming  short- 
age of  water,  with  only  about  50  per  cent  of  normal  for  sumijier  irrigation. 
Unless^^pri;;^^ storir.s  are  above  normal  much  l?n.d  devoted  to  alfalfa  and  sweet 
clover  willj^dry  by  the  first  of  August. 

■ARIZONA; 

The  flow  from  creosote  bush  continues  rather  heavy,  and  nectar  has  been 
secured  from  several  other  sources  also.     Considerable  swarming  has  been  the 
rule.     Temperatures  have  been  above  normal  for  this  time  of  the  year.     The  first 
mesquite  bloom  is  said  to  have  been  a  failure,  but  procpects  for  the  second 
bloom,  which  will  come  on  during  the  latter  part  of  May,  are  reported  fairly 
good.

S outher n  C al i f or ni a .      The  rains  of  tuo  weeks  ago  have  been  follo\7ed  by 
partly  clov-d^"  \7eather,  and  beekeepers  are  more  optimistic  over  the  prospects  for 
a  crop  from  bucl^rheat  nid  the  late  sages.     On  higher  ground  the  sages  arc 
througli  blooming  for  this  season,  but  in  some  canyons  and  on  the  northern  slopes 
black  sage  is  still  in  bloom.    Tlie  flow  of  li^ht  colored  sage  has  been  short j 
but  probablj'  a  little  heavier  than  last  year.    A  little  sa.:e  honey  has  been 
extra.cted,  including  some  of  water  white  grade.     As  colonies  are  generally  in 
strong  condition  this  j'-ear  a  good  flow  from  'Duclcvheat  is  anticipated.  However, 
conditions  vary  greatly,  even  within  a  few  miles.    One  beekeeper  reports  a 
colony  v/ith  three  supers  on,  while  others  will  be  satisfied  if  bees  gather 
enough  nectar  so  that  feeding  will  not  be  necessary.    The  orange  crop  is  over 
rnd  ne::rly  all  has  been  extracted,  with  the  bees  moved  to  sage  and  other 
locations.  ■  Yields  of  orange  honey  hnve  generally  ranged  from  10  to  20  poijnds 
per  colony,  most  apiaries  running  I5  to  20,  or  about  20  to  33  pe-  cent  of  normal . 
Th3  honey  orange  of  this  "year 's  crop,  is  reported  poorer  in  color  and  flr.vor 
than  that  of  last  year. 

Demand  for  export  is  reported  very  light,  with  rather  light  demand  for 
honey  for-  eastern  shipment.

Northern  California.    Recent  rains  he.Ye  been  especially  helpful  here  as 
the  late  April  rains  which  were  so  beneficial  in  Southern  California  were  only 
spotted  north  of  Stockton.    However,  recent  official  records  state  that  Northern 
California  will  experience  the  greatest  water  shortage  of  the  pp.  st  50  years. 
This  will  limit  the  irrigated  lands  and  cut  down  the  production  of  alfalfa  honey. 
The  yield  of  Star  Thistle  is  e:cpected  to  be  light.    The  prospects  for  a  honey 
crop  in  the  valleys  is  spotted  but  generally  poor,  out  in  the  Sierra  Mountains 
bees  are  getting  some  nectar  from  coffee  berry,  bear  clover  and  creeping  sage.

Colorado.     The  weather  has  changed  since  the  last  report,  with  many  cold, 
wet  days  and  colder  nights.    The  rains  have  broken  a  serious  dry  spell,  but 
bees  have  been  -unable  to  work  much  on  fruit  bloom.    Plants  have  made  little 
advancement  during  this  period.     Due  to  low  price  of  honey  beekeepers  are  not 
p-ur chasing  manj  new  supplies. 

Wyoming.     The  weather  has  recently  been  cold  and  frosty,  keeping  bees 
in  the  hive.     Colonies  have  all  been  -unpacked,  with  a  winter  loss  ranging  10  to 
15  per  cent.

Idalio.      iiost  colonies  are  weak  and  manj/-  will  have  to  be  "united  to  be  of 
sufficient  strength  to  produce  a  crop  of  honey,  as  colony  strength  is  generally 
below  -normal.    The  winter  loss  was  heavier  tha-n  usual,  running  high  as  50  per 
cent  in  some  cases,  and  many  producers  h.a.v~e  been  buying  queanless  packages  to 
strengthen  wealc  colonies  v/here  they  were  headed  by  yo"un.g  queens.     Cool,  windy 
weather  has  retarded  colony  development.     Dandelions  are  in  bloom,  a"nd  colonies 
are  gaining  in  \7eigiit,  with  queens  increa'^.ing  the  brood  nests  fairl.y  rapidly. 

Utah.      Winter  losses  and  spring  dwindling  of  bees  have  bee-n  the  heaviest 
in  15  years.

Those  financially 
able  have  purchased  iDackage  bees  to  replace  their  losses,  but  the  reduction  in 
the  n-umber  of  colonies  will  not  be  fully  made  up.     Ma.ny  colonies  are  also  light 
in  stores.     The  weather  has  thus  far  been  rather  cool  for  bees  to  bring  in 
much  nectar  from  dandelions,  alfilaria  and  fruit  trees,  but  d-oring  the  past 
few  days  the  weather  has  been  warmer,  and  bees  have  been  more  active  and  are 
building  up  quite  rapidly,     An  acute  water  shortage  is  faced  -unless  more  rain 
falls.     Further,  it  is  an  off  year  for  sweet  clover,  so  beekeepers  feel  rather 
discouraged. 

Uevada.      Heavy  rains  during  April  have  improved  the  outlook  for  the  honey 
flow,  but  more  rains  are  needed  to  ins-ure  a  good  crop.

SU'C.IARY

white  and  sweet  clover  "but  has  improved  soil  moisture  conditions  in  many  States  | 
which  had  been  deficient  in  moisture  for  many  months.     The  dandelion  and  fruit  j 
blossoms  have  been  exceptionally  full  of  nectar  this  spring,  and  where  rain  did  ; 
not  pr event ^bees  have  stored  considerable  nectar.     In  only  a  few  areas,  however, 
have  they  been  able  to  talce  full  advantage  of  the  fruit  bloom  because  of  the  I 
rainfall.-    ?rom  all  sections  reports  ag"ree.  that  colonies  are  unusually  strong 
and  heavy  in  young  bees.    This  strength  of  colonies  will  make  it  necessary  for 
man^'  beel:eepers  to  feed  before  the  clover  flov/  comes  on  unless  enough  honey  is 
in  the  hive  or  was  secured  this  spring  tp  tide  them  over.  | 

Demand  for  local  sales  has  been  holding  up  well  in  most  sections  except  j 
the  Northeastern  and*  East  Central  States,  and  has  been  successful  in  practically  , 
cleaning  up  the  stocks  of  honey  in  some  areas  which  it  was  earlier  feared  would  ! 
have  an  appreciable  carryover.  Even  in  sections  where  the  carryover  is  coitt-  j 
siderable,  such  as  ITew  York,  the  East  Central  States  and  certain  of  the  1 
Mountain  States,  the  condition  is  spotted,  and. many  beekeepers  even  in  these  j 
sections  are  completely  sold  out.  Carlot  inquiry  from  buyers  in  this  country  | 
has  increased  recently,  but  export  demand  does  not  seem  as  active  as  had  been  | 
hoped  for  a  month  ago  when  interest  in  honey  for  exi:'0rt  showed  a  slight  spurt. 
Germany,  England  and  Scotland  as  usual  furnish  the  bull:  of  what  little  export 
demtad  there  is,  with  occasional  orders  from  other  sections.  If  beekeepers  will 
continue  to  push  local,  and  house-to-house  selling,  as  they  hs.ve  been  doing  so  1 
well  here  and  there  over  the  country,  it  will  be  possible  to  largely  dispose  of  i 
other  honey  remaining  unsold,  before  the  new  main  crop  honey  is  extracted  this  ;

General  Review.    As  in  most  countries,  bees  have  been  domesticated  in 
Sweden  since  tirae  immemorial.     Generally  spoakiiig,  Sweden  possesses  excellent 
conditions  for  successful  bee  culture.    Associations  by  disseminating  laiowledge  as 
to  the  proper  haiidling  of  bees,  and  agricultural  societies  by  granting  subsidies, 
have  endeavored  to  maintain  beekeeping  at  its  proper  level  among  the  more  important 
of  this  country's  minor  industx'ies,  and  the  efforts  of  these  organizations  during 
tile  last  fifteen  or  tv/enty  years  have  resulted  in  givin^j  bee  culture  a  considerable 
ijBipetus.     I>Ieveroheless,  there  are  still  ■rmy  sections  in  which  beekeepers  have  hstd 
a  difficult  fi^^t  and  large  profits  ai'.e  reported  lost  due  to  unintelligent  methods. 

Accordinsi  to  trie  latest  census  of  bee  swarms  taken  in  1927,  there  was  at 
that  time  a  national  bee- stock  of  1^2,936  swarms,  of  which  61,762  were  owned  by 
members  of  the  Swedish  Beekeepers  Association  (Sveriges  Biodlares  Riksf orbund) , 
and  81,17^  by  unorganized  beekeepers.    The  members  of  the  above  mentioned  asso  ciar- 
tion  carry  on  beekeeping  and  honey  maZdLng  along  thorougiily  modern  lines,  using 
wooden  hives  and  other  up-to-date  equipment,  while  non'-members  are  stated  to 
be  indifferent  to  modern  methods  of  bee  Cultur-e    and  use  only  oldr-fashi one d  straw 
hives.    The  number  of  hives  per  farmer  of  the  latter  class  is  stated  to  be  small 
ajid  no  special  interest  is  evidenced  by  them  in  developing  and  improving  this 
industry.     The  honey  produced  on  these  farms  is  used  chiefly  for  household  pui'poses. 

The  object  of  this  association  is  to  promulgate  interest  in  bee  cultui^e;  to  . 
maintain  the  quality  of  the  honey  produced  at  a  high  standard;  to  safeguard  the 
reputation  of  Syredish  honey  and  stabilize  prices.     A  special  label  is  distributed 
by  the  association  to  its  members  for  use  as  a  guarantee  that  the  honey  sold  there- 
under is  controlled  by  the  association.     Strenuous  efforts  are  made  to  control  the 
use  of  this  label  and  to  prevent  its  misuse  by  non-members. 

From  statistics  available,  it  is  ap-oarent  that  the  lar^^-est  portion  of  the 
national  bee  stock  is  located  in  the  provinces  of  Goteborg  and  Bohua,  Kalland, 
Varrcland,  ilvsoorj,,  Slcaraborg  and  Joiikoping,  all  of  which  belong  to  the  Goteborg 
consulaj:  district.    Of  the  1^2,936  swarms,  6l,776  are  owned  by  beekeepers  in  the 
Go"teborg  district,  ^3,241  in  the  Malmo  district,  and  37.919  in  the  Stoclcholm  con- 
salar  district.

An  investigation  into  the  cause  for  the  increase  in  imports  reveals  t.iat 
heavy  rains  end  cool  sunriers  d-oring  the  f^cU  few  years  red^^ced  domestic  production. 
The  local  representative  ajid  distributor  ^;)pointed  by  the  Beekeepers'  Associaxion 
states  that  last  year  proved  very  successful  but  the  beekeepers  experienced 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  their  excessive  stocks.     It  ap.^^rs  that  honey  is  largely 
used  in  this  country  as  an  ingredient  in  medicines  and  other  preparations_ f or  colds, 
and  that  the  consuirption  in  households  is  comraratively  small.  Consideraole 
quantities  rre  also  absorbed  in  the  majiui^.cture  of  confectionery  rnd  candy. 

At  present  honey  is  not  being  imported  inbo  Sweden,  due  to  the  abundance  Ox 
the  1930  production.     Importation  of  honey  from  "che  United  States  and  other 
co^caitries  is  considered  possible  only  during  years  of  mifavorable  domestic  pro- 
duction. 

Export s.  of  Joney.      The  exports  of  Swedish  honey  are  ins igniifi cant  rnd  of 
no  coinr:i7rcial  importrrxce.    'During  the  years  I926  to  1929,  honey  to  the  value  of 
cp370,  ^89U,  c?2l9  raid  jp24g,  respectively,  was  forwarded  to  foreign  destinations. 
These  figurcj.s  also  include  synthetic  honey. 

ImixxrtJXity.     A  local  customs  official  interviewed  stated  that  honey  is  ^ 
dutiabll'^idor  Prx.  73  of  the  Swedish  Customs  Tariff,  which  provides  for_a  duty  Ox 
Kr.

Importation  of  Bees  r^d  Be_eswnjc^      IXie  to  severe  climatic  conditions  dyjring 
the  winter  season,  iV  frequently  occiirs  that  bee-swoa-ms  die  and  must  be  replaced 
in  part  by  iniported  swarm.s.     Kms  in  1929,  the  latest  year  for  whicn  fie-^^^ef  '-^e/-^ 
yet  available,  swarms  worth  ^1,71^  were  imported  into  this  country.    These  imports  • 
appear  to  have  arrived  chiefly  from  Germany  and  the  Hetherlraids.

The  nation.-^l  imports  of  beeswax,  for  the  yerr  1929  were  4S,915  kilagram^,  of 
which  go  per  cent  originated  in  Germany.    According  to  official  import^^iigures, 
no  imports  were  recorded  from  the  United  States  d^oring  1929,  ^ii"t  m  ana 
1, 211-1  kilogrpms  and  1,093  kilogrrms,  respectively,  .-a-rived  from  that  country. 
These  qurmtitieo,  however,  were  but  c\trifling  percentage  of  the  tot.-I  imports  lor 

the  entire  co-'ontry.  ^  .        ,  ^ 

An  im-oor^ter  of  boeswcvx  stated  that  he  ui^derstcod  that  African  docswc^x  was 

the  kind  most  favored  here.    The  Germo.ns,  it  is  said,  import  wax  irom  Abyssinia, 

refine  it,  in  mrny  instances  mix  it  with  boesw:ix  produced  in  GermrJiy  and  re-^xpori. 

it  to  other  countries.     The  present  c.i.f.  quotrtions  for  Abyssinim  beoswo^  is 

about  60  cents  per  kilogrnra,  and  for  domestic  refined  beeswojc  pbout  SO  cents  per 

kilogrnm.     Tviose  quotations  refer  to  superior  qualities.

CALIFORNIA  POINTS; 

Southern  California.      Tlae  rains  of  the  past  tv/o  v/eel:s  have  proved 
beneficial  to  vald  bucl-Twheat  and  other  wild  floral  sources  although  it  came  too 
late  to  obtain  the  best  resiJ-ts  fi-cm  the  black  sage,  which  is  now  past  the  state 
of  secreting  nectai^.     Uhite  sage  looks  fairly  well  and  promises  a  moderate  yield. 
Sage  weevils  have  seriously  affected  the  sage  floxi  in  some  sections.    Bees  are 
also  working  on-  yellow  sweet  clover,  wild  alfalfa,  and  purple  sage,  with  sumac 
and  blue  curl  to  come.    Black  sage  aaid  wild  alfalfa  furnished  little  nectar  in 
most  sections  but  the  flow  from  alfalfa  from  the  Imperial  Valley  is  expected 
to  be  unusually  large,  as  manj'-  farmers  expect  to  grow  alfalfa  for  seed  this  year 
instead  of  cutting  it  for  hay.     Conditions  are  exceptionally  spotted  this  year, 
apiaries  located  vYithin  a  few  miles  of  each  other  showing  a  wide  difference  of 
productiveness,  some  barely  holding  their  orm,  while  other  colonies  are  pro- 
ducing a  surplus.     Some  beekeepers  have  been  forced  to  feed  to  keep  colonies 
alive.    A  heav3''  movement  of  bees  reported  from  orange  groves  to  wild  buclrwheat 
locations. 

Orange  honey  of  the  1S30  crop  has  been  reduced  to  2,000  to  3,000  cases 
according  to  one  report,  with  12,000  to  15,000  cases  of  old  crop  bucl^vheat  and 
sage  honey  still  available  but  this  carryover  is  reported  lighter  than  customary. 
Demand  for  export  continues  liglit  but  moderate  demand  reported  from  eastern 
markets.     Lov/  prices  have  apparently  helped  to  stimulate  cons-omption  and 
domestic  demand  for  the  past  several  months  is  reported  ample  to  talce  care  of 
normal  production.     Prices  show  little  change.      New  orange  honey  is  in  fairly 
good  demand  at        7f''  per  lb.  and  some  beekeepers  are  selling  at  these  prices 
in  order  to  meet  obligations  but  other  beekeepers  are  holding  for  3<p  per  lb.

Central  California_.      Recent  rains  have  done  considerable  to  relieve 
the  drouth,  and  should  assure  a  good  yield  of  alfalfa.     In  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  the  alfalfa  flow  should  continue  longer  than  usual  as  many  grov/ers  ex- 
pect   to  produce  seed  instead  of  hay.     The  orange  crop  in  the  southeastern  part 
of  the  Valley  was  poor  and  may  not  exceed  half  a  crop.    The  blossoms  appeared 
lacking  in  nectar.    White  Orange  is  a  little  higher, 'and  has  sold  at  5 
per  lb.,  mostly  &^-7{7^.

Northern  California.      Rainfall  has  been  helpful  here  also,  though  drying 
winds  have,  been  extremely  harmful  to  the  star  thistle  and  other  wild  flora  in 
the  Sacramento  Valley.

Colorado.      Fruit  and  dandelion  blooms  have  been  abundant,  but  cold, 
damp  weather  has  kept  bees  from  gathering  more  than  a  living.     Just  recently 
more  snow  has  fallen  along  the  Eestern  Slope,  which  has  added  to  water  stores 
but  still  further  retarded  plant  growth,  and  bees  are  hardly  up  to  normal  ■ 
strength. 

Wyoming.      Many  days  have  been  too  cold  and  windy  for  bees  to  fly  but 
on  favorable  da,ys  they  have  been  securing  considerable  nectar  from  dandelions. 
Killing  frosts  chilled  much  brood  and  injured  alfalfa  plants.    Because  of  the 
extremely  dry  rreather  .a  large-    amount  of  alfalfa  was  winter-killed  and  ploughed 
up.      A  heavy  rain  at  the  close  of  this  period,  however,  may  help  prospects 
somewhat. 

Montana.      Bees  are  in  excellent  condition,  building  up  strongly  on  the 
heavy  dandelion  flow,  in  spite  of  the  cold  weather.     Many  colonies  were  short 
on  stores,  ho'vever,  and  had  to  be  fed.     Much  more  moisture  is  needed,  to  in- 
sure a  good  main  flow. 

Idalao.      In  spite  of  the  cold  weather  and  high  \7inds  which  confined 
bees  to  the  hives  on  ai  number  of  days,  they  built  up  heavily  on  dandelion  flow. 
One  scale  colony  shows  an  increase  in  weight  of  30  pounds. 

Utah.      Hecent  rains  have  helped  honey  plants,  and  bees  are  building 
up  rapidly  on  \7ild  flowers  and  locusts.     Most  beekeepers,  however,  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  heavy  winter  loss  will  not  be  fully  made  up.     The  storage 
water  supply  is  short  and  the  outlook  does  not  look  briglit  for  a  heavy  crop 
from  sweet  clover  and  alfalfa.. 

i'Jevada.     Here  also  it  appears  as  if  the  water  shortage  will  be  acute,, 
at  least  by  August,  curtailing  the  prospects  for  a  honey  flow.      Bees  generally 
are  in  good  condition  througliout  the  State,  but  are  short  of  stores.

Southern  California*    Excessively  hot  weather  for  several  v/eeks  has 
"been  effective  in  reducing  the  honey  flow  from  wild  "ouclrwheat.    The  flow  was 
spotted  and  in  many  apiaries  was  ezctremelj''  liglit,  though  occasional  yields 
from  "buclzwheat  of  close  to  a  case  from  a  colony  have  teen  reported.     If  normal 
conditions  prevail  for  the  "balance  of  the  season,  "bees  on  the  average  will 
have  sufficient  stores  to  last  thorn  througli  the  'JTinter.    Even  tarweed  shows 
the  result  of  the  extreme  heat. 

Although  demand  has  been  sltiggish  for  eastern  shipment  and  for  export, 
and  has  "been  mostly  for  the  "better  grades  of  honey,  local  "b-uyers  have  "been 
very  active  for  the  past  month,  it  is  reported,  and  are  especially  interested 
in  white  to  water  white  sage.    One  report  is  that  there  will  not  he  over  1000 
cases  of  sage  honey  of  white  or  "better  in  color.     1^  view  of  the  scarcity  of 
white  honey  many  "beekeepers  are  still  holding  their  orange  for  "better  prices.

CALIEORNIA  POI^ITS; 

Southern  California.    Hot,  dry  weather  has  continued  and  many  beekeepers 
feel  that  they  have  experienced  the  most  contim.i.oas  hot  spell  ever  in  Southern 
California.    This  has  cut  short  the  flow  of  buck^vhoat  honey  and  materially  re- 
duced the  yield,  which  has  been  spotted  and  considerably  lighter  on  the  whole 
than  usual,  though  extracting  is  still  going  on  in  some  of  the  higher  aL  titiidcs. 
One  estimate  places  the  yield  of  bucic^heat  honey  at  one-third  of  last  year 's 
crop.     The  main  season  is  about  over  in  most  of  Southern  California,  but  many 
colonies  are  being  moved  to  the  lima  bean  fields,  where  limas  are  yielding 
nectar  lightly.     Tar  weed  is  also  furnishing  some  nectar,  and  where  sweet  clover 
plants  arc  blooming  bees  are  doing  very  well.     Many  colonies,  however,  have 
made  but  little  surplus  and  in  some  sections  no  sm-plus  at  all  is  reported, 
although  colonics  are  well  provided  with  winter  stores.     Extracting  of  alfalfa 
honey  in  the  Im.perial  Valley  is  about  over.. 

The  rarirket  is  reported  slow,  with  no  improvement  from  any  source. 
Germany  is  not  buying  because  of  financial  conditions  in  that  country,  and  de- 
mand from  other  European  countries  is  very  light.  ■  Little  demand  reported  from 
the  Eastern  consuming  centers.     Local  demand,  however,  is  said  to  be  fair,  ojid 
retail  prices,  especially  on  the  better  grades,  are  holding  firm.  Present 
demand  for  orcxige  honey  is  reported  sliglit  excepting  from  local  bottling  trade.

PACIFIC  TO.TETJEST: 

West  of  Cascades.      Colonies  were  mov^d  from  the  valley  to  the  upland 
for  the  fireweed  flow  early  in  July  but  flow  from  that  soui-ce  is  still  not  iin- 
portant.     Though  hot  weather  has  hastened  the  bloom,  warm  nights  and  lack  of 
dew  have  held  the  fireweed  nectar  secretion  to  a  very  low  point.    The  June 
rains  have  brought  on  an  extra  heavy  flow  from  the  clover  plants  in  the 
Willamette  Valley.    Wnat  was  earlier  reported  as  damage  to  the  fireweed  plants 
in  Washington  from  excessive  June  rains,  has  since  been  described  as  dajnr^e 
from  an  insect  which  punctures  the  floral  stem  before  the  bloom  appears.  This 
dama^ge  is  reaching  alarming  proportions  in  several  areas.     It  is  thought  that 
the  fireweed  crop  will  be  of  poorer  quality  this  year  than  usual,  due  in  pert 
to  having  nectar  from  other  flowers  blended  with  it.     Several  beekeepers  are 
already  extracting.     Sales  reported  of  Amber  Mixed  Spring  Flowers,  large  lots

East  of  the  Cascades.     The  main  flow  is  now  on  and  where  colonies  are 
strong  the  prospects  are  good  for  a  large  crop.    But- many  yards  are  weak  in 
bees,  due  in  pajrt  to  spra;^'  poisoning  and  excessive  swarming.    Although  some 
colonies  may  obtain  a  good  yield,  the  general  outlook  is  for  a  short  crop. 
Irrigation  water  has  held  out  well,  due  to  spring  precipitation  b  eirg  above 
normal  and  to  the  weather  being  cool  until  recently.     Sales  reported  of  White 
extracted,  bOs  7^  per  lb.,  small  pails         per  lb.     The  1930  crop  is  cleaniig 
up  in  ^ood  shape  tnou^  a  number  of  beekeepers  still  have  much  of  their  honey 
on  hand.  -over- 
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Very  little  old  croip  honey  reraains  -unsold,  especially  of  the  ^hite  grade. 
Inquiry  for  honey  in  carlots  is  light  hut  retail  sales  are  reported  fairly  good 
for  this  season  of  the  year.    The  general  shortage  of  nectar  flow  over  the 
country  is  causing  beekeepers  to  raise  their  ideas  as  to  the  value  of  honoy, 
and  for  such  a  crop  as  is  secured  well-informed  heekeepers  will  prohahly  ask 
higher  prices  than  they  might  have  done  a  few  weeks  ago.    Few  sales  reported  of 
extracted  Fnite  Sweet  Clover  and  Alfalfa  at  around  ^ip  per  Ih.  in  lai-ge  lots,  small 
pails       per  Ih.

ColoTado._     The  shortage  of  moisture  is  resulting  in  one  of  the  poorest 
seasons  in  many  years.    The  Sah  Luis  Valley  appears  to  "be  the  only  part  of  the 
State  where  a  folrly  good  crop  is  reported.    Many  yards  throughout  the  State 
are  barely  moking  a  living  and  althcagh  occasional  favorable  areas  have  prospects 
for  a  crop  from  second  cutting  of  alfalfa  and  from  sweet  clover,  without  more 
rain  many  colonies  throughout  the  State  may  not  obtain  enough  honey  to  carry 
them  over  the  winter.    Even  where  the  sweet  clover  is  in  bloom  there  is  little 
nectar  in  the  flowers  because  of  lack  of  moisture. 

Wyoming.      Bees  are  in  good  condition  but  "ontil  the  drouth  was  broken  a 
few  days  ago^     prospects  for  a  honey  crop  were  fading  out.    Even  now  irrigation 
water  is  pra.ctically  all  gone,  with  little  remaining  for  the  second  cutting  of 
hay.    "White  feweet  clover  is  drying  up.    However,  with  the  recent  rain  a  surplus 
flow  is  still  possible.     Grasshoppers  are  extremely  serious  in  some  sections. 
Some  beekeepers  report  prospects  arc  for  the  shortest  crop  of  honey  in  S5  years. 

Montaii.a.      Here,  on  the  contrary,  the  honey  flow  has  been  better  than 
anticipated  and  sweet  clover  is  in  its  prime. 

Idalio.      Hot,  dry  winds  have  lessened  the  prospects  for  a  normal  crop, 
and  many  areas  \7ill  produce  little  more  honijjy  than  is  needed        the  bees  theiij- 
selves.     Second  cutting  of  alfalfa  is  beginning  to  bloom,  and/some  sections 
bees  will  secure  a  flow  from  that  source,  but  in  other  areas  there  will  not  be 
sufficient  irrigation  water  to  mature  this  crop.     Alfalfa  weevils  damaged '  the 
first  crop  badly.     Grasshoppers  are  doing  some  damage,  and  are  the  worst  in 
over  10  years.     Some  irrigated  valleys  with  storage  water  still  on  hand  will 
mature  most  of  their  crops  and  the  honey  yield  in  those  sections  may  reach 
normal,  but  scale  hives  in  favored  locations  noT/  show  only  1  to  3  pounds  daily 
gain.     Only  limited  areas  can  expect  even  a  fair  surplus. 

Utah.    Heavy  rains  over  most  of  Utah  have  strengthened  the  outlook  for 
a  fair  crop  of  honey  and  bees  in  favored  locations  are  doing  quite  well.  Most 
hives  are  well  filled  with  bees,  and  surplus  honey  is  being  reported  from 
several  sections.    Until  these  rains,  however,  nectar  secretion  was  below 
normal  and  it  was  thought  that  colonies  wo-old  do  well  in  general  if  they  secured 
eno-ogh  honey  for  their  winter  needs.     For  duration  of  high  temperatures,  the 
recent  hot  spell  has  had  no  equal  in  the  Weather  Binreau  records  in  Utali,  though 
nights  hove  been  cool.

SUMARY 

The  exceptional  hot  weather  and  lack  of  rainfall,  have  brought  about  one  of 
the  shortest  honey  crops  in  many  years,  taking  the  country  as  a  whole*  Occasional 
sections  report  a  crojj  normal  or  above,  especially  in  Hqv^  York,  West  Virginia,  riorti 
Carolina,  Louisiana,  Southwestern  Iowa,  Eastern  Nebraska,  Northern  Michigan  and 
Northern  Minnesota,  but  these  are  more  than  offset  by  the  hundreds  of  yards  else- 
where which  may  not  even  secure  enough  honey  for  \7inter  stores.     This  will  depend 
largely  on  the  extent  of  the  fall  flow.     Thro\3ghout  the  East  and  South,  recent  rain-* 
fall  has  been,  sufficiently  abundant  to  bring  on  fall  plants,  and  a  good  flow  is 
anticipated  from  buclcv/heat,  asters,  goldenrod,  etc.  in  raajiy  sections.     In  the 
Mcontain  Area  recent  rains  have  helped,  but  more  moisture  is  needed. 

-  Demand  for  honey  is  light  almost  everywhere  except  where  beekeepers  have 
developed  and  'maintained  a  line  of  customers  whom  they  have  endeavored  to  keep 
supplied  with  honey  even  though.it  means  purchasing  from  other  beekeepers.  Little 
inquiry  is  reported  from  Germany  and  other  European  countries,  due  in  jart  to  the 
financial  depression,  and  large  Ej^stern  markets  have  not  shown  much  interest-  of 
late.     Of  course  beekeepers  expect  that  s-uramer  time  Mil  be  a  dull  marketing  serl-S02> 
They  will  probably  have  to  depend  this  coming  season  on  their  individual  efforts 
in  disposing  of  their  crop  of  honey  to  as  great  an  extent  as  they  did  a  year  ago. 
The  lack  of  rainfall  and  irregular  nature  of  this  year  »s  flow  will  reduce  the  out- 
put of  good  comb  honey.

The  hot  weather 
shortened  the  olooming  period  of  mony  late  flowers  and  bees  have  not  been  showing 
much- activity.    In  favorable  locations,  however,  bees  aire  still  working  on  sweet 
clover,  tarwecd,  and  other  plants  that  the  hot  weather  did  not  kill.    The  yield 
of  Sage-Buckwhe?.t  honey  will  bo  definitely  light,  but  reports  continue  to  come 
that  the  production  of  alfalfa  honey  in  tho  Imperial  Valley  is  considerably 
larger  and  of  a  lighter  color  than  that  of  last  yeai".' ■ 

The  market  continues  slow,  but  a  slight  strengthening -'is  reported  in  the 
value  of  Alfalfa  honey.    The  -unusually  good  quality  of  Imperial  Valley  Alfalfa 
honey  this  season  places  it,  it  is  reported,  almost  on  a  par  with  BucJ:wheat- 
Sage,  and. the  price  difference  between  the  two  honeys  tends  to  divert  trading 
to-,- some,  extent  to  the  Alfalfa' honey.

An  ■ 
encouraging  aspect  of  the  market  is  that  beekeepers  in  surplus-producing  areas 
are  receiving  inquiries  from  beekeepers  where  honey  production  was  light  this 
year  who  are  interested  in  securing  sufficient  honey  to  keep  their  customers 
supplied.     It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  tendency  will  become  more  general.  In 
spite  of  the  short  crop^ prices  show  little  change  and  a  number  of  areas  report 
a  somewhat  weaker  market.

The  yield  from  the  beans  was 
rather  poor  owing  to  hot,  dry  weather.     This  v^eather  has  slso  dried  up  the 
blossoms  of  white  sage,  wild  buckwheat,  sumac  and  other  flowering  plants  m 
the  interior  districts  much  ahead  of  the  usual  maturing  period  of  former 
seasons,  and  cutting  off  the  flow  earlier  than  producers  had  anticipated. 
Yields  in  San  Diego  County  are  said  to  average  aro'ond  20. pounds  per  colony, 
though  in  some  of  the  more  favorable  sections  active  colonies  made,  a  s-orplus  of 
50  to  60  pounds,  and  occasional  yards  report  even  higher  retui-ns.   -Bees  general 
are  in  good  shape  and  have  sufficient  stores  to  carry  them  through  the  winter. 

The  market  for  honey  is  sluggish,  but  somewhat  more  trading  has  been 
reported  during  the  past  few  weeks,  largely  in  alfalfa  honey,  and  more  in- 
quiries from  wholesale  buyers  are  being  received.    The  light  production  of 
buclcwhe-at-sage  honey  and  the  unusually  good  quality  of  alfalfa  honey  in  the 
Imperial  Valley  has  resulted  in  a  firmer  tone  to  the  alfalfa  honey  market. 
-    Orange  and  sage  honey  are  both  very  dull  as  the  principal  demand  from  Eastern 
markets  and  for  export  is  for  medium  grades  of  honey.     Producers  who  are  financ:.

German  Demand  for  Honey...      Germany  offers  under  nonuP.l  conditions  a  good 
market  f^mported  honey  wliicii,  'under  the  stimulus  of  Judicious  advertising,  had 
increased  from  year  to  year  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  present  period  of  economic 
depression.     Since  then,  the  demand  has  grown  smaller,  due  to  tno  inability  of  an 
increasing  proportion  of  the  population  to  afford  to  eat  as  much  honey,  or  t.ae 
commodities  in  which  honey  is  used,  as  formerly.     Consuifption  in  192^  is  reported 
to  have  been  about  l6,500  metric  tons.    Ko  later  figures  ai^e  availaole,  ^  bat  it 
is  estimated  that  it  increased  in  1929  and  has  fallen  off  consideraoly  m  1930  and 
this  year,  so  that  it  is  now  probably  well  below  that  emount. 

The  principal  demand  is  usually  for  honey  for  table  use,  but  there  is  a 
large  cons-um^otion  by  bakers  in  making  "Honigkuchen"  (honey  calce)   and  other  calces  , 
and  by  confectioners  in  making  candy.     One  importer  estimates  that  xully  10  per 
cent  of  all  imported  honey  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  candy. 

German_P_^o.duction  of  Eoney.      There  are  no  statistics"  of  the  production  of 
honey  during  the"past  year.     It  is  estim.ated  to  have  miovnted.  to  about  7,500 
metric  tons  in  192S,  or  only  U5  per  cent  of  .the.- total  estimated  consumption  of  _ 
about  16,500  metric  tons.    Production  had  fallen  in  recent  preceding  years, 
particularly  since  the  war.     In  the  last  prewar  year  (1913)  .  it  was  reported  to 
have  been:  12,500  metric  tons,  or  75  per  cent  of  the  total  consiimption,  ^ 

According  to  a  recent  publication  there  were  2,300,000  hives  of  Dees  m 
Germany  ih  1913,'  as  compered  to  1,72S.000  in  19 29.     Tne  lowest  nwnber  was  recorded 
in  1925,  at  1,550,000  hives.     They  have  increased  rather  steadily  since  txiat  year 
and  may  now  namiber  1,350,000  or  1,900,000  hives.     These  fi,rures  offer  a'basis  for 
the  estimation  of  the  production.    While  the  ajnount  of  honey  produced  per  hive 
varies  enormovisly  according  to  weather  and  crop  conditions,  bee  growers  usoally  _ 
accept  as  a  fair  average  about  6  kilograi^is  (134"  lbs.)  per  hive  per  annm.  ^  At  tnis 
rate,  the  1930  cvor,  mi.ght  have  amo^unted  to  as  much  as  11,000  tons,  althoi^^xi  this 
amount  is  so  much  larger  than  the  -production  of  1928  as  to  indicate  that  it  may  be 
excessive.     The  low  price  of  honey  during  1930  was  no  inducement  to  bee 'growers 
to  increase  their  swarms  of  bees.  ,  . 

The  Importation  of  Hpney.        miile  the  German  production  of  honey  decreased 
from  75  per  cent  of  the  total  consumption  in  1913,  to       per  cent  m  l>2o,  tne^ 
■  importation  increased  proportionately.     It  nearly  doubled  in  the  four-year  period 
1926  to-1929,  Y/hen  it  increased  from  5, Ub2  metric  tons  to  9,852  tons.    Jne  iat.er 
was  the  largest  year 's  importation  the  trade  has  ever    Imown.     In  the  following  _ 
year,  due- to  Lm  increase  in  the  import  tariff  as  well  as'  to  the  economic  depret^sior 
the  importation  sanlc  to  5,726  tons,  a  loss  of  44  per  cent  in  amount  in  one  yeai^. 
The  value  of  honey  imports  was  ;i;2, 050,000  in  1929,  and  ipl,108,000  m  l^^C^, 

Sources  of  I^nportati.on.     The  United  States  was  the  principal  foreign  _ 
source  "^fl^-o-oly  of^ honey  for  Germ.any  for  a  number  of  years  up  to  the  begiii-ain^  01 
the  year  1930.     During  these  yeai-s,  from  20  to  30  per  cent  of  the  total  imporcs 
were  derived  from  the  United  States,  which  has  sent  to  this  country,  at  tinec,  as 
much  as  60  per  cent  of  its  total  exportation  of  honey.     D-oring  the  year  1H2J,  one

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Of  the  5,726  tons  of  honey  imported  d'oring  the -year  1930,  2,927  tons  were 
admitted  in  the  months  of  Ja:mr.ry  Mid  lobvu^^y  under  the  old  rate  of  duty,  having 
been  received  in  the  free  port  during-  the  year  1929  and  held  in  reserve.  The 
actual  shipments  to  Gerraany  during  the  year  1930,  therefore,  amounted  to  only 
2,800  tons.  ,  ' 

.   .  Economic  Conditions  Affecting  the  Demar.d.      The  present  period  of  business 
depression  has  had  a  very  unfavorable  ef'fect  upon  the  honey  trade  in  this  country, 
having  reduced  the  consumption  and  lovYored  prices  of  both  domestic  and  imported 
honey.    There  is  no  doubt  that  the  present  mmber  of  consumers  of  honey  is  much 
smaller  than  it  was  just  before  the  present  depression  began. 

PreferGices.      German  consumers  prefer  a  thick,  grejiulated  honey  that  caji 
be  spread  upon  bread  like  butter  and  do  not  care  for  liquid  honey.     It  is  believed 
that  all  liquid  honey  must  have  been  heated  and  that  heating  damages  honey  for 
h"uman  consumption,  destroying  valuable  properties  as  well  as  flavor.     Comb  honey 
is  not  generally  used  in  G-ermaii^?^  and  is  iinportod  only  occasionally  in  small  lots 
for  the  fancy  grocery  trade. 

Domestic  honey  made  from  certain  flowers  has  a  particular  appeal  to  certain 
sections  of  the  trade.     In  northern  Germany,  what  is  laiovm  as  "Heide"  (heath) honey , 
which  is  produced  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Brovince  of  Hanover,  has  a  particular 
appeal.     In  Berlin  and  the  Province  of  Brandenburg,  honey  produced  when  the  linden 
trees  are  in  bloom  brings  the  highest  prices;  while  in  Southern  Germany, 
"Tanneniionig"  (made  when  the  fir  treei  cones  are  forming)   is  preferred. 

Foreign  honey  s  are  usually  blended  by  dealers  to  suit.  German  taste  as  to 
color,  and  flavor  before  being  offered  to  the  retail  trade,  a:id  light-colored 
American  honeys  were  formerly  much  used  for  blending.     "<71iito  Clover"  (^Ifhite  Sweet 
Clover  and  Alfalfa)  is  a  particular  favorite  because  of  its  white  color  and 
neutral  flavor  which  blend  well  with  dai^ker,  stronger- flavored  honeys  to  produce 
the  light  amber  color  so  much  desired. 

In  the  choice  of  honey,  q.z  in  the  selection  of  many  other  kinds  of  food, 
the  German  customer  is  guided  more  by  color  and  appearance  than  by  flavor  and 
innate  qualities. 

Types,  y,q^rieties  and  Prices.      TThile  prices  of  American  honey  have  fallen 
materially  during  the  past  year,  they  are  still  high  as  compared  to  other  foreign 
honeys.    The  two  favorite  varieties  formerly  sold  here  in  largest  quantities  are 
"Li^t  Ainber  Alfalfa"  and  'Taite  Clover".     Tne  former  sold  in  1929  at  from  .^IS.OO 
to  ^21.00  rjid  the  latter  at  from  4i22.00  to  ;ji24.0C,  per  100  kilograms.  Present 
quotations  are  about  ;jl2. 50  for  the  former  and  9I6. 00  for  the  latter.  "Liglit 
Amber  Alfrlfa"  comprises  a  large  percenta,:;e  of  all  Amcric;in  honey  imported.  One 
dealer  estimates  it  at  65  per  cent. 

Cuban  honey,  now  a  leading  seller  rur.ong  foreign  honeys,  sells  at  about 
^9*00  to  ^9*50  per  100  IdLlogrrans,  for  fair  average ,  quality.     It  is  the  chea.pest 
honey  sold  here.    Mexicrji  honey  averages  about  at  present jhoney  from  Sa^to 

Domingo,  ^10.  OOi  Chilean  honey,  ^,-10.00  to  ^11.00.     Guatemala  honey,  which  ranks 
even  higher  in  quality  than  the  American  "Fnite  Clover",  is  now  quoted  at 
ipl3»00  to  ipl^.OO.     These  are  all  shippers'  prices  to  importers  and  are  quoted  per 
1 00  ki 1 ogr  ams ,  c . i . f .  Hambur  g . 

Prices  for  Russiaj.i  honey  cannot  be  quoted  since  business  in  this  honey  is 
not  done  in  the  usu;\l  v/ay.     It  is  not  to  be  had  at  all  times  but  only  when  the 
Russian  representatives  wish  to  sell  and  at  these  times  it  is  often  to  be  obtained 
much  below  the  mcrket  prices  for  other  honeys  of  similar  quality.     Its  qu£iLity  is 
generally  good. 

Prices  for  domestic  honey  have  fallen  quite  as  much  as  those  for  foreign 
honey  and,  in  this  respect,  the  increase  in  tariff  and  more  stringent  enforcement 
of  the  pure  food  law  regarding  diastase  in  honey  have  failed  to  assist  the 
German  beekeepers  as  it  had  been  hoped  they  w.ould.    But  the  failure  has  been  due 
largEly  to  the  economic  crisis  which  has  brcoght  about  a  general  decrease  in  prices 
along  with  lowered  bu^-ing  power  among  practically  all  classes. 

Gua.temala  rnd  Russiaji  honej's  are  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  that  ir.?- 
ported  honeys  are  blended  before  being  offered  for  public  sale.     They  are  sold 
under  their  o\7n  names,  witliout  blending.     Guatemala  honey  is  now  offered  at  retail 
at  Rlvl  1.20  to  1.40  (y-.2S  to  ^^-'33)  per  half  kilogram,  and  Russian  honey,  first 
quality,  at  Ri/I  l.UO  (^-.33)  •     Other  blended  foreign  honeys  are  sold  at  prices 
slightly  lower  thrn  those  asked  for  German  honey. 

Diastatic  Ferments  in  Hpney.    A  development  which  had  a  marked  depressive 
effect  upon  the  importation  of  American  honey  since  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1930  was  the  tigntening  up  of  the  enforcement  of  a  section  of  the  pure  food  law  of  .; 
1921  which  reads  "Honey  wnich  is  heated  to  such  an  extent  that  the  diastatic 
ferments  are  greatly  weeJrenad  or  deg-troyed,  or  which  is  burnt,  is  to  be  regarded 
as  spoiled". 

It  happens  that  much  of  the  American  honey,  &uid  particularly  honey  from 
Hawaii  and  California,  has  been  found  to  be  low  in  diastase,  either  naturally  or 
as  a  result  of  overheating.     In  192S  and  1929  the  Hygienisches  Staatsinstitut 
Hamburg  (H^ygienic  Laboratory  of  the  State  of  Hatfourg)  analyzed  many  samples  of 
foreign  honey  for  Haraburg  im.porters.    During  this  time,  some  9^  samples,  repre- 
senting shipments  of  ESQ  metric  tons  of  imported  honey,  were  examined.    The  content 
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of  diastatic  fements  was  determined  "by  the  von  Gotlie  test.    The  res"ults  of  the 
examination  indicate  that  honey  from  California  and  Hawaii  averaged  among  the  lowest 
in  diastase  content  wrdle  honey  from  C-oba  and  Santo  Domingo  were  the  highest. 
The  published  results  of  these  analyses  are  as  follows:

Only  thjree  samples,  all  of  California  honey,  were  found  to  test  below  g.3 
for  diastase.     The  average  is  seen  to  be  well  above  that  number*     The  conclusion 
of  the  Institute,  is  that  g.3  of  the  von  Gothe  test  may  reasonably  be  regarded  as 
the  lowest  diastase  content  that  can  be  accepted  loiader  the  law.    This  is  only  an 
opinion,  but  it  is  generally  acfcio^ledged  by  Eamb^oi-g  importers  as  authoritative  in 
arbitrating  disputes  between  shippers  and  importers  concerning  the  quality  of 
shipments  of  honey. 

The  provision  of  the  pure  food  law  referred  to*  had  not  been  enforced  very 
thoroughly  until  the  activities  of -  the  German  beekeepers'  association  discovered 
that  it  might  be  useful  in  discouraging  the  importation  of  foreign  honey.  Since 
it  has  been  enforced  very  rigidly.    Police  officers  may  examine  any  jar  of  honey^ 
offered  for  sale  to  the  general  public  and,  if  it  is  found  upon  test  to  be  deficient 
in  diastase,  the  entire. lot  to  which  it  belongs  can  be  condemned  and  must  not  be 
sold  for  consumption  in  natural  condition,  otit  is  fit  only  for  bakers  '  or  con- 
fectioners «  use.     In  these  circwnstances ,  eJ.l  purchasers  of  foreign  honey  are 
careful  to  ascertain  that  it  contains  at  least  a  minimum  count  of  diastase  of  g.3' 

Americon  honey  shippers,  particularly  California,  shippers,  have  had  more 
difficulty,  perhaps,  than  any  others  in  the  rejection  of  shipments  on  account  of 
insufficient  diastase,  and  effect  of  the  tests  referred  to  above  has  been  to  incline 
importers  to  avoid  Cd  ifornia  honey  if  siiailar  qualities  of  other  origin  are  to  be 
had  at  the  same  price. 

Rebuilding  Merican  Honey  Exports.      The  restoration  of  the  American  phoney 
trade  to  its  former  place  in  the  Gemaji  market,  will  require  the  careful  efforts  of 
Americaji  shippers  to  meet  the  present  situation  here.     Hamburg  dealers  emphasize 
the  importance  of  the  following  points: 

1.  All  honey  destined  for  the  GermaJi  trade  should  be  carefully  examined 
to  ma]ce  sure  that  it  ha,s  at  least  the  minimtim  amount  of  diastatic  ferments  to 
satisfy  the  German  law.     Otherwise,  it  should  be  sold  only  for  bakers'  or  con- 
fectioners '  use.     As  soon  as  a  reputation  for  quality  in  this  respect  shall  have 
been  established,  dealers  will  be  able  to  order  American  honey  with  more  confidence 
than  at  present. 

The  s-uggestion  that  has  been  put  forward  by  certain  American  shippers  of 
honey  that  a  certificate  as  to  diastase  content  issued  in  the  United  States  be 
accepted  here  as  final  is  regarded  by  local  agents  and  importers  as  useless  unless 
German  Government  officials  agree  to  accept  such  certificates.     Even  then  the 
scheme  is  regarded  as  impractical,  since  the  shipments  are  often  split  up  by  dealers 
and  sent  to  firms  in  different  parts  of  the  coimtry  to  whom  a  certificate  in  the 
hands  of  the  importer  would  be  of  no  use  if  the  quality  of  the  honey  in  their 
possession  were  questioned  by  the  health  aithorities. 

2.  The  second  suggestion  is  that  the  prices  of  American  honey  be  reduced 
to  meet  the  present  price  levels  of  honeys  of  comparative  qualities.  While 
American  prices  have  been  lowered,  they  are  still  considerably  higher  than  other 
honeys  that  formerly  sold  at  Epproximately  the  same  price. 

Importers  state  that  the  shippers  of  honey  in  Cuba,  The  West  Indies,  Central 
jftj^erican,  Mexico  and  Chile  were  quick  to  reduce  their  prices  as  soon  as  they  learned 
of  the  increase  in  the  German  import  duty.    Prices  of  Cuban  honey  were  promptly 
reduced  by  25  per  cent,  it  is  said.    Majiy  diippers  in  these  co-'jmtries  are  said  to  ^. 
be  German  firms  that  are  in  close  touch  with  the  situation  here  and  were  more  easily 
convinced  of  the  necessity  to  lower  prices  than  wore  American  shippers,  who  lost 
their  trade  by  trying  to  maintain  prices  at  the  bid  levels. 
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Sales  Hothods.      It  is  custon/iry  for  foreign  exporters  01  honey  to  give 
their  representation  to  agents,  most  of  wxiora  are  located  in  Hamouffj  or  Bremen,  v/ho 
sell  to  importers  and  wholesale  dealerts.     The  importers  also  sell  directly  to 
purchasing  organizations,  as  well  as  to  'baJcers  of  "Honigkrj.chen"  (honey  ccxke)  and 
confectioners.    About  10  per  cent  of  all  honey  imported  into  Germaaiy  is  sold  to 
manuf actiirers  of  candies,  according  to  a  leading  honey  agency t     The  wholesale  firms 
"blend  the  various  t;,q7'Gs  of  imported  honey  and  sell  to  retail  dealers,  to  grocery 
stores,  delicatescen  hov.ses,  etc.,  while  the  purchasing  organizations,  after 
blending  the  honey,  sell  directly  to  individual  consumers.    No  traveling  salesmen 
are  em.ployed  in  tiiis  brarh  of  trad.e.  .  . 

Cuban,  I/Iexicaii  and  Guatemalan  exporters  of  honey  usually  sell  from  a  de- 
livered—weight basis,  while  other  exporters  fix  their  prices  on  the  basis  of  the 
shipped  weight.    Tlie  former  axrangement  is  preferred  by  importers. 

■  Credit  terns.      Exporters  in  all  foreign  countries  extend  no  credit  on 
honey  shipments.     Their  terms  are  cash  against  dociJir.ents.     Importers  selling  to 
wholesale  dealers  and  mail  order  houses  e:^.tend  two  to  three  months  credit.  Longer 
terras  may  be  granted  when  the  parties  are  well-known  to  each  other. 

General  credit  conditions  at  th«  present  time  are  extremely  unfavorable. 
Money  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  and  banics  are  exceptionally  cautious  about 
mailing  loans,  demanding  the  very  best  of  security  and  limiting  loans  to  short 
periods  of  time.     The  general  financial  instability  malces  it  almost  necessary  to 
exercise  every  precaution  before  extending  credit  to  aiy  firm. 

Methods  of  Introduction^      The  honey  import  trade  in  Germany  is  cai-ri  ed  on 
through  well-established  channels  that  have  been  more  or  less  fixed  for  many  years. 
Agents  and  importers  in  Hamburg  and  Brem.en  form  the  necessa,ry  contact  between 
shippers  abroad  and  the  distributors  in  this  country.     The  agents  receive  orders 
from  the  distributors  and  place  them  with  the  shippers  from  whom  they  receive  a 
com;-nission  which  mry  vary  in  amount  but  usually  is  from  2  to  5  per  cent  of  the  value 
of  the  shipments.     Some  agents  accept  exclusive  agencies  for  foreign  shippers 
but  it  is  the  general  practice  for  an  agent  to  deal  with  several  firms  since  it  is 
usually  impossible  to  obtain  the  various  kinds  of  honey  needed  from  a  single 
shipper.     The  employment  of  an.  agent  is  something  of  a  safeguard  for  shippers,  since 
their  interests  are,  to  a  large  extent,  mutual  and  the  agent  cati  generally  protect 
the  shipper  against  cny  attempt  at  misrepresentation  of  the  condition  or  quality 
of  the  shipments  upon  their  -arrival  here.     The  agent  can  also  keep  close  watch 
upon  the  financial  sitmtion  of  firms  from  which  orders  are  received  and  thus 
protect  the  ship.er  from  unsound  credits.  • 

Ivlanj-  importers  deal  directly  with  loreigrn  shippers,  and  some  firms  a.ct  as 
agents  as  well  as  importers.     The  furnishing  of  samples  and  prices  to  importers  and 
agents  is  usually  the  only  preliminary^  arrangement  necessary  for  the  introduction 
of  a  new  shipper  to  this  trade.    .A  trial  shipment  generally  follows  and  the  extent 
of  the  business  thereafter  depends  upon  the  quality  of  the  honey  and  the  price  at 
which  it  is  sold.  .  ' 

General  Tr.ade  '}^^3B^^Lj^^^^2^'^'^'^J:j:.3^  observance  of  courteous 

formalities  and  the  maintenance  of  a  certa.in  amount  of  reserve  in  making 
acquaintances  and  establishing  business  connections  are  details  of  considerable 
importance  among  Geman  merchants  and  shonJd  be  studied  and  observed  by  American 
business  men  in  their  dealings  with  this  country.     They  are  less  important  in  the 
larger  ports,  like  Hamburg  and  Bremen,  where  business  dealings  have  ass-jmed  some- 
thing of  an  international  character  and  there  is  a  wide  understanding  of,  and 
tolerance  for,  the  business  customs  of  other  countries.    But  even  hero  understanding 
courtesy  and  tact  are  invaluable  assects  in  business  dealings,  and  in  centers  of 
trade  in  tlie  interior  of  the  country  they  are  most  essential.. 

Pacldng.        The  usual  packing  for  imported  honey  is  in  barrels  containing 
from  600  to  700  pounds,  or  in  tin  canisters  weighing  60  pounds,  each,  of  which  two 
are  packed  together  in  one  case  for  shipment. 

After  the  honey  has  been  blended  by  the  wholesalers  and  mail  order  houses, 
it  is  usually  packed  in  glasses  of  varying  sizes  in  which  it  is  sold  to  the  coi:- 
s-umers  for  table  consumption.     Tiiis  honey  is  rarely  packed  in  containers  of  other 
kinds.    Honey  sold  to  bdcers  and  confectioners  for  further  manufacture,  is  usually 
left  in  the  original  bai'rel  or  canister  packir^g. 

Domestic  honey  is  packed  in  glasses  or  tin  cans  for  the  retail  trade  and 
in  canisters  or  barrels  for  bakers,  confectioners  and  the  wholesale  trade.

Production  is  spotted,  some  districts  reporting 
no  surplus  at  all,  some  25-5O  per  cent  of  normal,  and  one  beekeeper  reports 
B  cases  of  comb  produced  by  some  colonies.    The  b ees  seem  to  have  overcome 
the  new  malady  which  curtailed  their  activities- earlier  in  the  season.

Rains  have  fallen  on  several  occasions  over  part  of  the  State  during  the 
past  two  weeks,  and  bees  are  storing  some  honey  from  fall  plants.     Some  swarming 
is  still  reported.     The  honey  this  year  is  said  to  be  uiausually  light  in  color, 
and  of  especially  good  flavor,  but  many  report  only  a  short  crop.  Winter 
stores  are  likely  to  be  ample  as  beekeepers  are  reluctant  to  extract  because  of 
the  low  prices  for  honey.

SUMMARY  CQITTimjED; 

"beekeepers  in  the  West  have  made  great  strides  in  erpajiding  their  local  markets 
and  have  found  this  more  profita'ble  than  selling  their  honey  abroad  or  to  the 
larger  Eastern  markets.   Germans'. has  reentered  the  marketing  pictiire  to  a  slight 
degree ^  and  lai'ge  Eastern  Tmxyers  are  showing  more  interest  in  honey  than  they 
did  some  months  ago,  "but  most  sales  of  this  year 's  crop  will  have  to  he  made 
direct  to  cons-umers  and  to  dealers  relatively  near  the  heekeeper.    B-uyers  should 
keep  in  mind  the  fact  that,  especially  in  the  West,  the  present  crop  is  one  of 
the  shortest  in  yeai's,  and  that  fev/  large  j/ields  are  reported,  except  here  and 
there  in  a  limited  range  of  territory,  extending  from  New  York  south  to  West 
Virginia,  and  west'  and  north  to  Northern  Minnesota.

Rains  have  again  "been  heavy  over  the  east-central  portion  of  the  country, 
and  the  fall  flow  from  goldenrod,  asters  and  other  late  plants  has  -been  ex- 
ceptionally large,  in  this  respect  resemhling  the  experience  01  last  year, 
when  many  beekeepers  came  up  to  the  fall  period  with  no  honey, only  to  secure 
a  fair  surplus  from  late  plants*    Although  some  colonies 'Will  have  to  he  fed, 
most  "bees  east  of  the  Mississippi  in  the  northern  producing  areas  have  obtained 
encagh  late  honey  for  winter  stores,  and  in  some  cases  a  siirplus  of '50  pounds 
can  be  extracted.     Further  west  the  fall  flow  has  been  less  important  and  in 
some  cases  has  been  so  light  that  feeding  will  be  required.     An  increasing 
number  of  beekeepers  will  this  year  either  kill  their  bees  or  let  them  starve 
this  winter,  prefering  to  start  again  next  spring  with  package  bees  from  the 
South. 

Occasional  beekeepers  throughout  the  northern  and  eastern  States  have' 
secured  a  b-omper  crop,  and  this  is  true  of  large  areas  along  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board from  North  Carolina  north  to  Vermont.     Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois  also 
report  good  crops  in  many  sections.     Elsewhere,  although  crops  have  been 
spotted  and  occasional  beekeepers,  as  in  northern  Minnesota,  report  high  yields, 
the  returns  v/ill  be  much  below  normal.    Especially  is  this  true  of  the  Mountain 
States  p^id  the  entire  Palcific  Coast. 

As  the  size  of  the  crop,  especially  in  the  large  commercial  producing 
areas  of  the  west,  becomes  more  certainly  known,  inciuiries  for  honey  have  been 
increasing,  althou^^h  prices  are  seldom  higher.     Ip_  fact,  prices  in  many 
sections  are  definitely  below  those  prevailing  a  year  ago.     It  is  to  be  ex- 
pected that  local  and  nearby  selling  vdll  again  be  prominent,  as  most  bee- 
keepers who  tried  out  this  plan  of  selling  their  honey  last  year  received 
larger  returns  thaji  their  neighbors  who  sold  in  large  lots  to  distant  bu^rep®.-:. 
One  difficulty  '.rith  selling  in  small  lots  and  in  smiall  containers  is  that 
more  time  is  required  to  prepare  the  honey  and  to  carry  through  the  trans- 
action, but  beekeepers  generally  have  felt  that  the  increased  profit  obtained 
from  sales  made  in  this  way  more  than  compensated  for  the  additional  cost. 
Comb  honey  is  scarce  this  year,  and  com.b  honey  of  good  quality  is  being  sold 
at  prices  which  are  fully  up  to  those  of  a  year  ago.    Unwrapped  and  poor 
quality  comb  is  selling  slowly.     The  depreciation  of  the  pound  in  Great 
Britain  is  reducing  the  demand  for  honey  from  the  British  Isles,  aiid  demand 
from  G-erm-any  continues  light.

Over  the  eastern  port  of  the  country,  and  west  to  the  Plains  Area  or  beyond, 
it  has  been  warmer  than  usual  during  these  two  weeks,  enabling  bees  to  work  ex- 
ceptionally late  on  asters,  goldenrod,  smai't  weed,  Spanish  needle,  etc.,  where 
these  plants  still  remain  in  bloom.    Even  in  southern  Wisconsin,  where  it  had  been 
repcr  ted  that  few  beekeepers  would  secure  any  surplus  and  much  feeding  would  be 
necessary,  the  fall  flow  was  generally  ample  for  fall  stores  and  in  some  cases 
fiirnished  a  surplus. 

Late  returns  enrphasized  the  irregular  natm-e  of  the  1931  crop  as  well  'as 
its  general  shortage.     As  always  happens,  a  few  beekeepers,  especially  in  the 
Eastern  States,  secured  this  year  their  largest  crop,  but  a  far  greater  number  re- 
ported their  smallest  crop,  and  the  average  for  the  country  is  very  far  below 
normal.    Although  demand  from  Groat  Britain  has  fallen  off  since  the  British 
Government  discontinued  the  gold  standard,  and  orders  from  Germany  are  light,  the 
extremely  short  crop  will  make  this  year's  marketing  problem  much  simpler  than 
usual.   ^ Prices  oxq  generally  lower  than  for  many  years,  but  they  have  not  dropped 
proportionately  as  much  as  have  many  other  farm  crops.    Whore  beekeepers  are 
making  an  effort  to  dispose  of  their  honey  locally,  the  movement  of  honey,  either 
direct  to  the  con^i^mer  or  to  retailers,  is  progressing  fairly  well.     Production  of 
comb  honey  this  year  is  liglit  and  often  of  inferior  quality.

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THS  HISSSHT  GEBm  HONEY  SITUATION 
Trom  Lester  L.  Schnare,  Consul,  Hamburg,  Gemany,

^eim.§^Ho^e2_Cro£_and^^  j\n  unusually  poor  honey  crop  is  reported 

this  year  in  Germany  as  a  result  of  the  cold,  vet  summer  in  most  parts  of  the 
country.    Excessive  rains  prevented  the  bees  from  working  much  of  the  time  when  the 
buckwheat  and  the  linden  trees  were  in  bloom,  and  the  flooding  of  the  meadows  in  the 
lowlands  of  the  North  covered  the  flowers  in  a  considerable  section  of  the  country 
where ^bee  raising  is  most  important.     Many  beekeepers  were  compelled  to  feed  the 
bees  m  the  middle  of  the  summer  when  they  should  ordinarily  be  producing  honey. 

During  the  late  sunmer,   the  heather  which  covers  a  large  area  in  Northern 
Germany,  particul.arly  in  the  Province  of  Hannover,  provides  a  source  from  which  a 
tavorite  kind  of  honey  is  made.     It  is  called  "Heidehonig"  (heather  honey)  and  is 
made  of  honey  gathered  by  the  bees  from  the  heather  blooms.    Beekeepers  in  the 
surrounding  territory  load  their  hives  on  motor  trucks  and  take  them  into  the 
heather  for  several  weeks  when  the  flowers  are  at  their  best.     But  this  year,  for 
some  reason    the  heather  was  a  disappointment.     Some  reports  state  that  the  nectat 
had  chrystalized  .^nd  could  not  be  removed  by  the  bees.     Many  beekeepers  are  said  to 
hrve  hardly  made  the  actual  expenses  incident  to  the  journey  to  the  heather.  The 
two  most  important  seasons  for  honey  mailing  therefore,  were  a  fail^ore  this  year. 

Large  nwrbers  of  youiig  bees  have  been  produced,  however,  so  that  a  con- 
siderable increase  m  the  swarms  ca^i  be  made  over  the  winter,  if  the  beekeepers 
wish  to  do  so.    But  IS  is  believed  that  the  .unfortunate  results  of  the  sunnier  are 
more  than  likely  to  cause  a  number  of  the  beekeepers  to  give  up  the  business  and 
that  there  will  be  fewer  hives  next  year. 

^       _     ImEort_Tariff.     Vigorous  efforts  have  been  made  in  recent  months  to  have 
the  import  tariff  on  honey,  which  is  now  Reich smarks  65.OO  (^1^.50)  per  100 
kilograms  ^220.4-0  pounds)   lowered  to  the  old  rate  of  Reichsmar-ks  40.00  (cp3.30)  at 
Which  It  stood  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  year  1930.     Representations  to  this  end 
have  been  made  to  the  German  Government,  the  Reichstag,  the  Reich  Consellors,  and  t 
the  German  Economic  advisers  by  the  German  Union  of  Foodstuffs  TTholesalers  the 
i.cleka_  Central  U  lajrge  purchasing  organization  for  retail  stores)   and  a  number  of 
associations  of  merchants  and  dealers  in  honey.     They  pointed  out  that,  when  the 
duty  on  the  containers  is  included,  the  actual  duty  on  the  honey  anounts  to  be- 
tween Reichsmarks  7^.00  and  Rgichsmarks  76. 00  (^17-62  to  ^IS.lo)  which  is  held  to 
De  too  hi^.     It  has  greatly  reduced  the  imports  and,  therefore,  has  damaged  the 
business  of  the  importers  and  dealers.     On  the  other  hand,  the  benefits  which  the 
beekeepers  expected  to  obtain  through  the  increase  in  the  tariff  have  not  material- 
ped  since  honey  prices  have  continued  to  sink  practically  ever  since  the  increase 
m  duty  went  into  effect  and  are  now  nearly  50  per  cent  below  the  1929  price  levels. 

The  agitation  for  a  reduction  in  the  tariff  has  been  stoutly  opposed  by  the 
Beekeepers  Union,  which  asks  for  an  increase  in  the  tariff  instead  of  a  decrease. 
It  answers  the  argument  of  those  who  would  lower  the  tariff,  by  the  statement  that 
:      lail  m  the  price  of  honey  is  due  to  the  general  reduction  in  the  prices  of  all 
commodities  and  that,  in  spite  of  the  reduction  in  prices,   the  present  tariff  brings 
zrie  cost  of  foreign  honey  in  Germany  up  to  that  asked  for  German  honey. 

It  seems  doubtful  whether  the  reduction  sought  will  be  obtained.  The 
tendency  toward  protection,  rarticularly  of  agriculture  and  its  branches,  has  been 
very  strong  m  recent  months  and  it  seems  unlikely  that  it  will  change  unless  some 
major  development  sh/^uld  occur  which  would  make  a  change  of  government  policy  seem

The  loss  of  so  large  a  part  of  the  trade  in  honey  formerly  held  by  the 
United  States  is  reported  by  local  dealers  to  have  been  due  to  the  high  prices  at 
which  j\inerican  honey  has  been  held  since  the  increase  in  the  German  import  tariff, 
as  compared  to  the  prompt  reduction  of  prices  by  other  foreign  exporters,  parti- 
cularly in  Cuba  who,  it  is  said,  practically  absorbed  the  increase  in  tariff  by 
reductions  in  their  prices. 

Dg^jLProspects  for  Imv-orts.    Under  normal  conditions,  it  would  be  reasonable 
to  ass-ame  that  the  poor  domestic  honey  crop  would  necessitate  a  large  importation 
to  suoply  the  demand,  but  this  can  hardly  be  expected  this  year.     For  one  thing,  ^ 
the  demand  will  probably  be  very  much  reduced  by  the  unfavorable  economic  situation. 
The  number  of  people  who  can  eat  honey  will  be  fewer  imd  the  amount  consmed  will 
be  smaller.     Furthermore,  trade  in  honey,  as  well  as  in  most  imports,  is  hindered 
and  reduced  by  the  difficult  financial  situation  and  the  uncertainty  concerning 
financial  an.d  political  developments  in  the  next  few  months.    Dealers  are  inclined 
to  commit  themselves  as  little  as  possible  and  to  cai'ry  on  a  hand-to-mouth  business 
as  much  as  possible.     This  applies  to  importers  p?xticixLarly ,  who  can  never  be 
sure  that  their  inland  customers  will  be  able  to  accept  and  pay  for  shipments 
ordered  for  delivery  in  two  or  three  months.     Credit  has  been  greatly  restricted 
and  most  importers  appear  to  prefer  to  do  no  business  rather  than  to  sell  on  credit. 

New  Retail  Package  for  Honey.  A  new  form  of  pa  eking  for  honey  has  recently 
bern  introduced  in  the'  shape  of  a  soft  metal  tube  similar  to  those  used  for  toilet 
preparations,  biit  larger  in  size.  Tubes  holding  half  a  pound  of  honey  measure 
about  1  1/2  inches  in  diameter  and  S  1/2  inches  in  length,  and  sell  at  SO  pfennigs 
(4;.  20)  whoteale,  and  at  Rgichsmarks  I.50  (;^.36)  in  the  Haiaburg  fancy  retail  grocery 
stores.  Other  sizes  will  doubtless  be  used  later,  but  the  packing  has  been  put  on 
the  market  so  far  only  in  thin  size. 

An  equal  amount  of  honey  in  a  glass  -  the  customary  packing  -  costs  practi- 
cally the  same  ,  a~nount  01  money. 

Local  dealers  appear  to  believe  that  the  new  packing  should  meet  with  con-^ 
siderable  success  with  the  better  class  of  trade  who  can  afford  them.     The  honey  is 
said  to  keep  beti^er  in  tubes  than  in  jars. 

It  seems  possible  that  this  new  container  might  interest  American  bee- 
keepers.    It  should  find  an  even  more  extensive  demand  in  America  than  here  for  use 
for  picnics,  preparing  sandwiches,  etcetera.     There  is  nothing  novel  about  the  tube 
itself.     It  is  a  simple  tube  of  soft  metal  with  n  screw  cap.     The  sample  inspected 
bore  only  a  smnl  1.  VJ^el  posted  on  one  side.

The  weather  has  continued  abnornally  nild  during  this  period,  though  at  the 
close  it  was  cooler  in  the  Internountain  Area,    Rainfall  has  been  heavy  in  the  ■ 
Uorthwest,  and  rainfall  has  been  sufficiently  adequate  in  the  Nor thcentral  and 
Northeastern  States  to  advance  next  year  's  honey  plants  naterially.     Winter  stores 
have  in  sone  cases  been  so  depleted  as  a  result  of  the  warn  weather  so  that  feed- 
ing will  be  necessary,  especially  where  the  late  flow  was  light.    Bees  are 
generally  strong  in  -.unbers  as  broodrearing  was  carried  on  late. 

Very  few  sections  report  an  active  denand  for  honey,  especially  in  large  lots, 
and  export  denand  has  been  negligible.     However,  there  has  apparently  been  steady 
selling  of  honey  in  snail  lots,  and  especially  in  snail  containers,  to  nearby 
stores  and  direct  to  consuners,  because  supplies  are  steadily  growing  less. 
Beekeepers  rarely  seen  disturbed  about  not  disposing  of  their  crop  before  the 
next  season  cones  on.     Of  course  the  crop  has  been  exceptionally  short,  especiaJl;- 
in  the  carlot  producing  sections  of  the  Mountain  Area  and  the  I\"or thcentral  States. 
Prices  for  large  lots  of  honey  seen  to  be  generally  steady,  though  nany  sales 
have  been  nade  at  lo\7er  than  average  prices.     Many  beekeepers  are  reported 
discouraged  at  the  present  narket  level  and  present  prospects.     Honey  prices, 
however,  have  not  sagged  as  nuch  proportionately  as  have  prices  of  nuraerous  other

CALIFORNIA  POINTS:  

Southern  California.      Weather  has  continued  cool  during  the  past  two 
weeks,  with  considerable  cloudy  and  rainy  days.     In  fact  rainfall  to  date  is 
reported  heavier  than  last  year  to  date,  although  p:- ecipi  tation  was  delayed 
later  this  fall  than  usual.     Sages  a:id  other  honey  plants-  have  started,  but 
rapid  growth  is  being  held  back  by  cold  nights.    Bees  are  practically  dormant 
at  this  time,  particularly  in  localities  where  there  is  no  flowering  bloom  such 
as  orange,  lemon,  eucalyptus,  etc.     It  is  reported  that  many  colonies  need  feed- 
ing.    Considerable  white  mustard  has  been  sowed  as  a  cover  crop  in  citrus  groves, 
and  may  rarnish  honey  and  pollen  later. 

Fairly  ample  supplies  of  Buck^vheat-Spge  honey  remain  in  Southern  Californr 
including  some  old  stock  dating  back  to  1926,  and  there  are  li§ht  supplies  of 
Alfalfa  honey  in  the  Imperial  Valley.     Export  demand  shows  no  improvement,  and 
eastern  demand  is  very  light,  but  small  lot  sellivig  locally  continues  in  f  ni  r 
volume.    However,  many  beekeepers  now  are  completely  sold  out  of  the  lighter 
gra.des  of  honey.     Sales  reported  by  beekeepers,  ton  lots,  Orange,'  fev;  sr.les 
Extra  White  6-3— and  occasional  sales  higher.

Central  C--lifornia«      Tem.peratures  have  been  below  normal,  and  cold  rains 
have  fallen  on  sevei'al  occasions,     'ihe  condition  of  bee:;  varies,  some  reporting 
them  in  poor  shape,  others  better  than  average  because  01  ohe  late  flo\'/.  Sa^ly 
rains  have  started  nectar-producing  plants  and  weeds,  but  these  are  growing 
slowly  because  of  the  extremely  cold  weather,  which  put  an  end  to  the  eucalyptus 
blooming.    Manzanita  looks  promising  and  is  generally  well  budded.  Considerable 
loss  reported  from  buckeye  poisoning.

Northern  California.     The  past  month  with  its  low  temperatures  and  cold 
rains  is  considered  as  being  the  coldest  in  many  seasons.     Wlien  clear  weather 
prevailed  temperatures  have  often  been  too  low  to  allow  bees  to  fly  very  much, 
although  on  wami  days  they  have  brought  in  some  yellow  pollen.     The  best  colonies 
in  orchards  for  the  almond  bloom  have  a  cluster  across  five  to  nine  frames. 
Manzanita  is  heavily  budded  and  far  advanced,  which  is  a  good  indication  for  a 
heavy  bloom.     Filaree  is  coming  up  freely.      Bees  sore  heavier  in  supplies  than 
normal,  and  the  cold  weather  conserves  these  supplies.     Colonies  have  been 
offered  for  sale  very  cheaply.    The  movement  of  honey  from  producers  '  hands, 
though  not  brisk,  has  been  normal,  and  in  a  fev/  instances  prices  have  been 
sligholy  higher.     Some  inquiry  reported  from  Germany,  but  most  of  the  Ge'nnaii 
orders  were  filled  with  honey  from  Hawaii.

Colorado.     Winter  has  set  in  early  this  year,  and  already  there  is  more 
snow  in  the  moimtains  on  the  Western  Slope  than  at  any  time  last  year.  Tem- 
peratures have  heen  "below  zero  on  many  occasions.     This  weather,  however,  is 
■said  to  be  practically  ideal  for  wintering  bees.     Previous  reports  of  liji-gh 
consumption  of  stores  are  said  not  to  be  justified  on  close  investigation  and 
study  of  scale  colonies. 

Wyoming.      Snowfall  has  been  heavy  in  the  moun.tains  here  also,  improving 
prospects  for  next  season. 

Montana.  The  weather  has  been  extremely  cold,  some  sections  reporting 
15°  below  normal  for  the  week  ending  December  1.  It  later  warmed  up  somewhat, 
but  not  sufficiently  for  "bees  to  fly.     Bees  are  reported  quiet  in  cellars. 

Idaho.      Bees  have  not  had  a  flight  for  nearly  a  month.     So  far,  however, 
colonies  are  in  good  condition.     The  weather  continues  cold,  and  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow. 

Utah.       Snow  has  fallen  on  a  number  of  days  during  this  period  and  the 
weather  has  continued  very  cold.     Although  the  precipitation  is  helpful  for- 
next  year 's  honey  crop,  bees  that  are  packed  in  the  open,  even  those  in  tar 
paper  cases,  do  not  appear  to  be  wintering  well,  with  many  bees  reported 
falling  off  the  clusters  where  stores  are  not  ample. 

l\"cvada.    Bees  are  said  to  be  wintering  well  with  plenty  of  stores. 
Snowfall  is  above  norm.al  to  date.

Most  colonies  were 
placed  in  cellars  before  the  last  severe  spell  of  cold  weather,  although  a  few 
beekeepers  delayed  too  long  and  the,  colonies  suffered  somewhat  from  the  cold. 
Bee  cellars  are  covered  with  several  inches  of  snow  and  cellar  temperatiu^es  are 
steady.     In  some  sections  the  snow  is  so  deep  that  the  frost  has  not  gone  into 
the  earth.

When  considering  that  honey  prices  are  slightly,  below  the  levels  of  a-year 
ago,  beekeepers  should  also  remember  that  prices  of  corn,  hogs,  wheat ,' cotton.,  and 
tobacco,  for  exairple,  have  only  been  about  half  .  as.  much  thie  fall  as  prices  of  last 
yccir.    While  the  lower  prices  of  honey  have  been  of  help  in.  increasing  the  movement- 
this  year,  more  important  has  been  the  fact  tha.t  beekeepers  themselves  have  used 
more  initiative  and  have  taken  more  time  in  ende.avoring  to  sell  their  honey 
P'^ri^onally.     In  consequence,  many  beekeepers  in  the  West,  where  crops  were  light 
anyway,  have  already  disposed  of  their  honey.  -•  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that 
several  of  those  are  already  buying  from  .others  in  order  to  Iceep  their  customers 
supplied.     This  practice  is  the  only  satisfactory  method  of  retaining  a  list  of 
Satisfied  customers  from  year  to  year.
